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The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 


the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part II — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and I of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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OVERVIEW 


|.| Message from the Minister 


Canada and Quebec are evolving in an economic system in ferment. Globalization has 
led to free markets and generated new business opportunities. It has also heightened 
competition, redeployed economic forces and produced new dynamics, and consequently 
placed new economic concerns on the agenda. Global market forces present sizeable 
challenges for our economy, regions and communities. They also have an impact on 
how government intervention will be carried out. 


The Agency makes it its duty to meet effectively the expectations of Canadians, 
communities, enterprises and all its partners.

The Agency cannot take the place of the regions’ entrepreneurial dynamism. But, in close 
cooperation with local economic agents, it offers them its assistance in finding solutions 
to their areas’ development issues. 
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We recognize today that innovation and increased productivity help to improve our 
enterprises’ competitive position and our economy’s competitiveness. Enterprises — 

and this is especially true for remote regions—have to develop value-added products 

and services to remain competitive. To achieve these goals, the Agency places advisors 
and a whole range of tools at their disposal. Our programs have to adapt to the needs of 
SMEs and communities. Particular attention is paid to the regions of Quebec struggling 
with difficulties, whose economies depend either on the harvesting of natural resources 
or on a single sector of activity that is slow adjusting to the new realities of world trade. 


Recently, I enthusiastically embarked on this new mandate as Minister of the Economic 
Development Agency of Canada for the Regions of Quebec. My interest in regional 
development is well known. It is also one of the priorities of our government, which 
wishes to encourage the economic development of every region of Canada and to offer 
opportunities for employment to all Canadians. 


I therefore invite you to read this, the 2006-2007 Report on Plans and Priorities of 
the Economic Development Agency of Canada for the Regions of Quebec, in which 
you will find all the Agency’s commitments for making Quebec’s regions both dynamic 
and prosperous.

|.4 Plans and priorities 


The purpose of this section is to present the four priorities and associated plans for 
2006-2009 (the Agency’s overall intervention is explained in Section 2, which presents total 
planned spending by program activity). The Agency intends to devote about half of its grants 
and contributions budget to its priorities. Of the four priorities selected, three are new. Fiscal 
Year (FY) 2006-2007 also marks the beginning of implementation of the Agency’s strategic 
directions for 2006-2011. Thus, in many respects, 2006-2007 will be a key year for the 
Agency. In clearly identifying its priorities and having specific plans for them, the Agency 
intends to progress systematically toward attainment of the defined strategic outcomes. 
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The four priorities chosen are of two types: two program priorities, and two management 
priorities. The Agency’s program priorities aim to intensify its intervention in regions and 
communities in transition and reinforce the performance of innovative SMEs in key sectors. 
Management priorities aim to reinforce the departmental capacity to develop policy and 
design programs and equip the Agency with processes and systems required to ensure 
increased results-based management capability.

If need be, other initiatives will be designed and implemented during the year in order to meet 
proactively the specific issues of communities in transition. 
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This priority, which is in line with the Enterprise development program activity, ties in with 
the Agency’s desire to develop SMEs in key sectors from the different parts of Quebec. 
Equipped with a $116-million envelope over three years, this second priority involves 
implementing two special initiatives. 


A primary Agency target is the enhanced international competitiveness of SMEs in key 
sectors in Greater Montréal. The key sectors focussed on by the Agency are aerospace, 
life sciences, nanotechnology, bio-food and environmental technology. To that end, the 
Agency intends to invest in strategic capabilities, networking and attracting strategic 
human and financial resources.

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Under this priority, the Agency does not intend to limit its action to these two initiatives, 
since others could be developed and implemented to support innovative SMEs in key sectors 
from other areas of Quebec. For instance, among the key sectors focussed on in the major 
urban centres are optics-photonics, health and nutrition, medical equipment and computer 
technology. Among those in the central areas are biotechnology, metallurgy and agri-food. 
Finally, among those in outlying areas are aluminum, marine science and technology, 

and forestry. 


|.4.2 Management priorities 


To reinforce the obligation to perform management reporting, the Government of Canada has 
set up the Management Accountability Framework (MAF), which provides a comprehensive, 
integrated model for management and management improvement. The MAF aims to reinforce 
managers’ accountability with regard to ten main elements that summarize the Government 
of Canada’s expectations. The Agency is gradually implementing all the elements of the MAF, 
but intends to give priority to intensifying its efforts with respect to two of them.

This priority involves reinforcing the departmental capacity to develop policy and design 
programs at a time when the Agency’s main programs (Regional Strategic Initiatives [RSIs] 
and Innovation, development of entrepreneurship and exports [IDEA-SME]) are expiring in 
March 2007. It is linked to the MAF Policy and Programs element. The Agency intends to 
consolidate its political and analytical capabilities so as to be able to generate the knowledge 
required concerning implementation of the strategic directions for 2006-2011 and lead to 
development of high-quality options with respect to policy, program design and advice for 
ministers. Reinforcing these capabilities also involves investing in human resources. To that 
end, the Agency will build, among other things, on training and on more innovative means, 
such as participation in in-house and external communities of practice, thus facilitating access 
to information and the sharing of good practices. This capability will enable it to anticipate 
the issues more accurately and plan an appropriate strategic response with respect both to 
policy and to programs. 


Priority *4: Equip the Agency with processes and systems required to ensure 
increased results-based management capability 


This priority is linked to the Governance and strategic directions element of the MAF. 
The Agency wants to bring together essential conditions (internal consistency, organizational 
discipline and harmonization on the basis of results) to ensure effective governance of and 
follow-up on anticipated results so as to support the Minister. Tangibly, the Agency will 
continue to implement its new results-based integrated planning mechanism, which 
incorporates the strategic and operational dimensions and points all resources (human, 
financial, relational, informational and technological) in the same direction, toward the 
attainment of results. In addition, the Agency will update its Management, Resources and 
Results Structure (MRRS) by incorporating its new, recently approved Program Activity 
Architecture (PAA), which will come into effect in April 2007. Its MRRS will enable it to 
link resources to results and identify responsibilities explicitly. Moreover, results-based 
management presupposes the availability of balanced information which requires access 
to the systems and processes generating that information. To that end, the Agency will put 
information management in place and update its systems and processes

The Agency’s priorities, as well as its overall intervention in regional development, are 
intended to be a response to the context of socio-economic development of Quebec and its 
regions, and to internal management challenges. This section presents this development 
context and identifies the issues, risks and opportunities in whose context the Agency operates. 


1.6.1 Strategic directions 2006-201 | 


This Report on Plans and Priorities marks the beginning of implementation of the Agency’s 
strategic directions for 2006-2011. These directions constitute the Government of Canada’s 
long-term strategy for meeting the challenges of regional development in Quebec. These 
challenges stem primarily from complex international phenomena: globalization of trade, 
increased competition from emerging economies, more rapid changes on the technology and 
knowledge front, territorial recomposition through increased urbanization, and so on. The 
impact of these phenomena in Canada and Quebec is multi-faceted and worrisome: greater 
pressure to increase productivity, develop and commercialize innovations and bring knowledge 
to the world; devitalization of certain areas associated with relocation or closing of enterprises, 
etc. Through focussing its intervention and investment on the vitality of communities, SMEs’ 
competitiveness and regions’ competitive positioning, the Agency intends to energize Quebec’s 
regions and thus contribute to their prosperity and a lasting improvement in their residents’ 
quality of life and standard of living. 


Vision for development 


In the long term, Quebec’s regions and communities will have increased their development 
capabilities, dynamism and prosperity in a significant, lasting manner for the benefit of their 
residents. 


The new strategic directions are built primarily on implementation of an integrated 
development approach based on four interrelated dimensions: 
as global: takes the economic, social, environmental and cultural dimensions into account 
in the planning and drafting of departmental and regional strategies 


= horizontal: incorporates federal partners’ expertise, capabilities and means, thus 
fostering cooperation and collaboration in order to meet the regions’ needs more closely 
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« territorial: is based on differentiated, consistent strategies reflecting four types of areas 
while paying special attention to vulnerable communities located in those areas

The Agency will take advantage of the expiration in 2007 of its two main programs, 
IDEA-SME and RSI, to update its program framework from this year so as to ensure 
effective implementation of the strategic directions.

1.6.2 External factors 


Overall, the Quebec economy is maintaining its growth rate despite a context of intensified global 
competition, particularly from emerging markets, such as China and India. Owing to Quebec’s 
industrial structure, the province nonetheless has in some respects fallen behind the Canadian 
average: lower employment levels, backwardness in terms of productivity and technological 
intensity for enterprises, SMEs more numerous in traditional sectors, regions struggling with 
adjustment difficulties, caused particularly by socio-economic shocks (enterprises closing and 
relocating, moratorium on groundfish, lumber crisis, and so on). By investing in the vitality of 


communities, the Agency seeks to reinforce communities’ capacity to take their own development 
in hand, meet their challenges and energize themselves. 


Market globalization, while affording new business opportunities, entails adjustment issues 
for Quebec’s SMEs and regions. Doing business on a global scale is complex and risky. 

On the one hand, to maintain and increase Quebec’s competitiveness, enterprises must meet 
the challenge of constantly developing their strategic capability in management, innovation 
and market development, and their capacity to develop and get the most from their networks. 
On the other hand, the regions’ competitive position involves development and consolidation 


of links among knowledge institutions, enterprises and capital providers, as well as their ability 
to attract investment. 
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The following section presents the risks and challenges of and opportunities for development, 


which indeed vary considerably from one part of Quebec to another. The map below shows how 
Quebec breaks down geographically in terms of similar socio-economic issues.

The Montréal census metropolitan area (CMA) accounts for approximately half of Quebec’s 
population and enterprises. It rivals major cities worldwide. Maintaining and developing its 
vitality and competitiveness in a lasting way are continual issues for Metropolitan Montréal. 
Successfully attracting and retaining the best talent (qualified workers, as well as immigrants 
and enterprises) represents a constant challenge of concern to the partners in its development. 
The Montréal CMA, like many other metropolitan areas, is also faced with specific risks and 
issues associated with the environment (highway congestion and smog), safety and renewal of 
its public infrastructure. The CMA’s vitality involves injecting economic and social dynamism 
into disadvantaged neighbourhoods so as to reduce spatial polarization, and also reinforcing 
attraction and outreach capabilities internationally.

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Through its universities, numerous research centres and 2,000 or so research and development 
(R&D) institutions, Greater Montréal has become a hot-spot R&D centre in Canada. Its 
huge port, extensive highway network, far-reaching rail links and easy access to other markets 
enable Montréal to benefit from globalization. Its competitive edge lies in its ability to adjust 
quickly to innovations, find and bring together skilled human resources and put in place 
networks combining knowhow and technology. The Agency intends to support the 
intensification of productive links among innovation players with a view to enhancing 
commercialization of innovation, and also intends to showcase the quality of research 

so as to attract direct foreign investment.

The Québec and Gatineau CMAs play an important role in Quebec’s dynamism and 
prosperity, and afford their residents a remarkable quality of life. The development of these 
CMAs is built on the presence of provincial and federal seats of government, universities, 
research centres, emerging enterprises in technological sectors, a highly educated population 
and international-calibre tourism infrastructure.

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Their manufacturing sector, however, comprises mostly medium- and low-technology 
enterprises having difficulty contending with their competitors on an international scale. 
Diversification of their economic structure and consolidation of their entrepreneurial 
dynamism in technological sectors are the issues recognized by these CMAs’ development 
players. The Agency intends to pursue integration of the tourism offering in these CMAs in 
order to enhance international marketing of attractions. The Agency also intends to focus its 
efforts on development of highly innovative sectors and build on networking and valorization 
of research, notably with knowledge institutions, in order to increase enterprises’ strategic 
capabilities and enable them to take greater advantage of business opportunities. 


Central areas 


The central areas consist of urban and rural communities located between an hour and an 

hour and a half by road from the Montréal or Québec metropolitan areas. They include 

urban centres of more than 100,000 inhabitants, such as Sherbrooke and Trois-Riviéres, 

and important smaller urban centres, such as St-Jean-sur-Richelieu, Drummondville, Granby, 
Saint-Hyacinthe and Sorel-Tracy. The manufacturing sector of these areas is diversified, 
accounting for a major share of the economic structure, but posts a heavy concentration | 
of low- or medium-technology industries. |

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Improving manufacturing SMEs’ productivity is a key issue for maintaining the central areas’ 
economic strength. Adoption of new technology is a determining challenge for enterprises to 
be able to face international competition. Manufacturing SMEs located near major urban 
centres are likely to enjoy an advantage insofar as they can benefit from specialized business 
services, which are often concentrated in major centres. 


To develop, the central areas can build on emerging centres, some of which present the 
potential to become competitive Canada-wide. Consolidation and reinforcement of industrial 
production involves in particular the intensification of contact between knowledge producers 
and enterprises. Sherbrooke and Trois-Riviéres are also building on the presence of universities 
and on research and technology transfer centres to support their economic development. 

The Agency intends to energize communities in these areas by reinforcing development 
capabilities and entrepreneurship and enhancing their specific assets. It also wishes to 
reinforce these areas’ competitiveness by facilitating the adjustment and consolidation of 

their economic base, notably by enhancing SMEs’ performance and placing greater emphasis 
on the importance of knowledge. 


Outlying areas 


Local development: Outlying areas cover a vast surface area, present low population 
communities take charge density and are far from major urban centres and markets. They 
of their own development are less diversified and thus more at-risk from the vagaries of the 


economic situation. The natural resources sector also plays a 
predominant role. But new resource management policy is generating 
ever more stringent requirements with respect to environmental 
protection, and this represents an additional adjustment challenge 
for communities in these areas. The natural resources sector uses 
capital-intensive technology and creates a limited number of jobs. 
The challenge is accentuated by the actual or anticipated exhaustion 
of natural resources in many communities. In such a context, 
development agents agree that the appropriate strategy is to develop new key sectors so as 

to diversify these areas’ economic base and thus mitigate the situation. To reinforce these 

areas’ competitiveness, the Agency intends to facilitate the consolidation, reconversion and 
diversification of the economic base as well as the transition toward higher value-added 
transformation and production activities.

Some regions involve their universities in the regions’ own development: Saguenay (Chicoutimi, 
UQAC), Abitibi-Témiscamingue (Rouyn-Noranda, UQAT) and Bas-Saint-Laurent (Rimouski, 
UQAR). The university towns in outlying areas are closely linked with economic activities based 
on use of their region’s natural resources, and play a central role in those areas’ innovation 
systems. These towns also constitute economic, financial and commercial centres for neighbouring 


communities and regions. 
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Many communities in the outlying areas are experiencing a population decrease. Attracting 
and retaining skilled labour is a demanding challenge. A strong feeling of belonging can be 
conducive to mobilizing certain communities. This mobilization is an essential condition for 
the development which the Agency intends to enhance. To help these communities meet these 


challenges and grasp these opportunities, the Agency wishes also to reinforce local leadership 
and development capabilities. 


Vulnerable communities 


Within the four areas mentioned above, some communities are also faced with special 
challenges and risks. Communities deemed vulnerable are characterized by the presence 

or anticipation of economic crises. These communities are subdivided into three categories, 
on the basis of specific characteristics: single-industry, isolated rural, and devitalized urban. 
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In Quebec there are several dozen single-sector or single-industry communities that are 
therefore potentially vulnerable to significant economic reversals should the principal employer 
close down or the dominant economic activity contract. Many of these communities depend 
on natural resources — forestry, mining or fishing — and are vulnerable to the rapid erosion 
of or reduction in those resources. The closing of the main company or decline of the 
dominant economic sector in small, remote communities is likely to have a major impact 

on local firms, individuals and the community. Minimizing the risks associated with this 
dependence is the challenge facing these communities. 


Isolated rural communities are generally small in terms of population, market and labour pool, 
are quite isolated from major urban centres and exhibit little diversification. They also afford 
limited job opportunities and are not a major draw for investors and immigrants. Sources of 
capital to support local entrepreneurship are limited, and production and investment decisions 
are often made by non-residents. Specialized business services and infrastructure are lacking, 
and this adds to the difficulty of producing locally. The challenge for these communities is to 
build and maintain productive relations with nearby regions. 


Devitalized urban communities are characterized by higher-than-average unemployment, 
despite the availability of jobs. This situation stems from the local population’s low level 

of schooling and limited occupational mobility, whereas these communities often rely on 

the presence of enterprises operating in sectors with healthy development prospects. The 
economic fabric suffers the after-effects of the decline in traditional manufacturing industries 
that has affected a large number of workers established in those communities. The main issue 
associated with the development of devitalized urban communities is ensuring that their 
populations can benefit from economic growth and diversification. 


In sum, for all these vulnerable communities, the Agency intends to boost their vitality by 
supporting development of socio-economic adaptation and adjustment capabilities so as to 
overcome their specific situational and structural challenges. It also wishes to intensify their 
diversification by facilitating the identification and enhancement of viable, sustainable new 
development opportunities. 


1.6.3 Internal factors 


On a quite different front, implementing the 2006-2011 strategic directions while pursuing 
application of the federal government’s modern management program and the Management 
Accountability Framework represents a demanding in-house challenge that requires a change 
in corporate culture with respect to planning, procedures and management within the Agency. 
Taking into consideration the social, cultural and environmental dimensions in order thus to 
move beyond the economic outlook is also a sizeable challenge. Becoming more proactive so 
as to anticipate development issues and act on them highlights the need to develop new 
strategic capabilities on the human, relational, procedural and systemic fronts. 
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With respect to human resources, implementing the Public Service Modernization Act entails 
a major change in how things are planned, and thus represents a challenge in itself within 
the Agency. To meet this challenge, the Agency intends to determine key risks, issues and 
measures on a regular basis in order to ensure that it has the capability to achieve its plans 
and priorities. Moreover, in line with the new needs stemming from the 2006-2011 strategic 
directions, the workforce analysis highlighted human resources issues, in particular the 
reinforcement of certain key competencies, such as the ability to draw up policies, design 
programs, work in networks, be multiskilled, be adaptable and be a lifelong learner. 


In view of this challenge, a number of existing measures, such as personalized learning and 
training plans, will be enhanced through in-house and external secondments or assignments, 
joint development and practice and learning communities. Also, to develop its management 
succession, the Agency intends to encourage further training opportunities by facilitating 
mobility, coaching and training. Finally, periodic exercises to forecast job openings 

(new needs and retirements) will help improve proactivity with respect to staffing

It intends to invest 
some $360 million over three years in this program activity.

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For instance, with the 400" anniversary of Québec in 2008, this region will see 

major celebrations with a high potential for international visibility and economic 
spinoffs. The Agency will act as manager of the funds allocated to the St. Lawrence 
River waterfront development work. This project, which will constitute the Government 
of Canada’s principal real property bequest in commemoration of this significant 
anniversary, will help increase access to the St. Lawrence, and that will improve 


Metropolitan Québec’s tourism offering and the quality of the local environment 
for many years to come. 


Moreover, in connection with community vitality (integration of target groups) 

and under section 41 of Part VII of the Official Languages Act, the Agency also 
aims to foster the economic development of official language minority communities 
in the regions of Quebec. It thus wishes to encourage increased participation by the 
English-speaking clientele in their communities’ economic development. It intends 
to pursue implementation of its 2004-2005 to 2007-2008 Action Plan and develop 
a new action plan in line with its new strategic directions.

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2.1.2 Program activity: 
Improvement of community infrastructure 


The quality of community infrastructure has an impact on Canadians’ quality of life. 
Quality infrastructure enables communities to attract and retain organizations and 
individuals that will secure their economic and social future. It also makes the movement 
of people and goods more efficient and safer. 


In this spirit, the Government of Canada announced back in 2000 the creation of several 
infrastructure support programs and, among other things, it signed an agreement with the 
Government of Quebec in October 2000 for implementation of the Infrastructure Canada 
Program (ICP), namely, the Canada-Quebec infrastructure program agreement. In July 
2005, this agreement was amended to postpone the expiration date for the ICP and 
incorporate into it the implementation of a new program, the Municipal Rural 
Infrastructure Fund (MRIF). Further to that, the Agency was given the special mandate 
of managing these two programs in Quebec. In the case of the ICP, the Agency is fully 
responsible for management of the program. As to the MRIK, the Agency acts as the 
agent for the Department of Transport, Infrastructure and Communities, which has 
responsibility for the fund. 


The MRIF is jointly administered by the Agency with the Quebec ministére des Affaires 
municipales et des Régions, which is the fund’s prime contractor. The MRIF’s priority 
is to target small municipalities (fewer than 250,000 inhabitants) for water supply 

and wastewater infrastructure projects. The federal budget envelope for 2005-2008 is 
$192 million, and breaks down as follows: 


# $140 million for green municipal infrastructure (drinking water and wastewater) 
» $2 million for knowledge development 


# $50 million for local or regional development support infrastructure. 
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The ICP targets the renovation, replacement or construction of infrastructure. Its goal is 
thus to enhance Quebecers’ quality of life, through investment that secures environmental 
quality, supports long-term economic growth, upgrades community infrastructure and 
contributes to putting in place 21st-century community infrastructure through the 
adoption both of better technology and practices and of new approaches. The program 
has three components, corresponding to three of the Agency’s program sub-activities: 


Component 1: Drinking water and wastewater infrastructure 
Component 2: Local transportation infrastructure 
Component 3: Projects with economic, urban or regional impact. 


Under this program, the Agency, in conjunction with the Government of Quebec, 
provides financial assistance to municipalities, inter-municipal boards, non-profit 
organizations, and enterprises. Under the terms and conditions of the ICP, as amended 
in July 2005, disbursement may be spread over the period until March 31, 2009. 

The nature and scope of infrastructure projects supported will continue to generate 
long-term results. As presented in the following table, the grant and contribution 
expenditures the Agency plans to make in support of the development of community 
infrastructure will reach some $89 million in 2006-2007. Sums not spent in a given year 
are automatically transferred to subsequent years. As to the MRIF, since the Agency is 
simply acting as the delivery agent, only the operating budgets are allocated to it, 

and these are accounted for in the table below.

2.1.3 Program activity: 
Provision of special adjustment measures 


The Agency has a program activity whereby it can come to the assistance of 

communities or regions facing significant economic shocks, such as the closing of 

plants in an industrial sector, or natural disasters (flooding in the Saguenay, ice storm 

in Montréal and Montérégie). In those situations, in the event of additional dedicated 
funding from the Government of Canada, the Agency temporarily puts special adjustment 
measures in place enabling communities to support their economic activity and initiate 
action to help them regain a balance or economic stability. 


At present, the Agency is responsible for delivery of the CANtex component of the 
Canadian Apparel and Textile Industries Program (CATIP). The goal of CANtex is to 
support initiatives to raise the productivity and competitiveness of textile firms. At the 
start, CANtex aimed to support activities fostering increased productivity, such as 
production process re-engineering activities. Following the December 14, 2004, 
announcement of additional measures to encourage the textile and apparel industries 
further, a new component was added to CANtex, in order to foster the transition from 
traditional textile production to innovative or value-added textiles. This new CANtex II 
or transformative component enables enterprises to acquire equipment and perform 
commercial promotion activities in order to convert part of their traditional production 
into advanced production. Since the new component was launched only in Fall 2005, 
part of the funding received was deferred to 2006-2007.

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2.3. Performance measurement strategy 


The Agency is implementing a performance measurement strategy which provides managers 
with information on results that can inform their decision-making. The Agency’s performance 
measurement strategy includes ongoing monitoring and analysis of its intervention and 
associated results. It includes several reviews as well, that is, audits and evaluations to 
analyse its procedures, initiatives and programs. Also, since its main programs are certified 
ISO 9001: 2000, in a spirit of continuous improvement the Agency is also conducting quality 
audits, confirming the application, on the one hand, of Departmental Quality Management 
Policy and, on the other hand, of the procedures adopted. 


With integrated planning and results-based management, all this information enables the 
Agency to learn continuously from its action and adjust its intervention so as to offer quality 
programs and services and intervene effectively in regional development in Quebec. 


In 2006-2007, in the first year of implementation of its new strategic directions, the Agency 
will work primarily to adjust its performance measurement strategy so as to include new 
performance indicators in it as well as new data collection methods and sources. Also, having 
completed most of the evaluations scheduled in its five-year review plan, the Agency will 
develop a new multi-year review plan while working to establish benchmarks for measuring 
and monitoring results over time. 


As to internal audit activities, the Agency conducted an initial identification of its main risks 
in 2001, which it updated in 2002. It will conduct a new exercise in 2006-2007. This risk 
definition exercise will make it possible, among other things, for the Agency to develop and 
update its risk-based audit frameworks for its programs, as well as its departmental evaluation 
plan. In addition, the Agency will carry out several audits, including an exercise concerning 
the Social Economy Initiative in Quebec and the Infrastructure Canada Program. 


As in past years, the Agency will continue to improve the quality of the reports it produces 
for Parliament and Canadians. In that regard, for the first time since its constituent act came 


into force in October 2005, it will be tabling a comprehensive evaluation report in Parliament 
in December 2006.

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3.3. Sustainable Development Strategy 


In 2006-2007, the Agency will pursue the commitments it made in the Sustainable 
Development Strategy 2003-2006, as described in the action plan on the following page. 
The Agency will foster the development and integration of innovation strategies, both 
within enterprises and in terms of production of green products and technology. More 
specifically, the Agency intends to develop SMEs’ environmental innovation capability 
and encourage the adoption of green technology with a view to enhancing their 
productivity and eco-efficiency. As to the in-house component, the Agency will focus 

its efforts on greening by reducing its paper use in particular. Results will be measured 
by the level of paper use and the level of recycling through a diagnosis the Agency will 
perform during the year. 


In December 2006, the Agency will table its fourth Sustainable Development Strategy 
(SDS), for 2006-2009. This strategy will present to Canadians the commitments made 
by the Agency for the next three years to support its sustainable development objectives.

The Agency aims, in drawing up this fourth SDS, to align its sustainable development 
objectives with the strategic directions for 2006-2011. These directions adopt an 
integrated development approach, that is, an approach which takes the economic, social, 
cultural and environmental dimensions into consideration from the program and policy 
design stage. These directions and this integrated approach are described in Section 1. 


The strategic goals anticipated for this fourth SDS concern both the Agency’s external and 
its in-house activities. With respect to its external activities, it intends to help Quebec’s 
SMEs, regions and communities position themselves favourably in the 21st-century green 
economy and enhance the quality of life of their respective milieus. With regard to its 
in-house activities, the Agency intends to apply the principles of sustainable development 


in its decision-making processes and to be a highly dynamic and responsible organization 
in terms of taking environmental best practices on board.

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3.4 Internal audit and evaluation 


In 2005-2006, the Agency completed by far the majority of the internal audit and 
evaluation exercises in its five-year (2001-2006) review plan. During FY 2006-2007, 
backed by the results of a new exercise to determine the main departmental risks, 

it will draw up a new multi-year plan for internal audits and evaluations that will

m™ The Agency provides financial support for two bodies which provide business intelligence to 
Quebec enterprises. As stipulated when this initiative began, the Agency’s internal audit team 
will audit these bodies and the departmental branch responsible for the initiative in order to 
ensure that all the parties are complying with the clauses of the funding agreement. 


Audit of application of the Official Languages Act within the framework 
of the Community Futures Program 


= In May 2005, the Office of the Commissioner of Official Languages released an audit 
report concerning the services offered by organizations supported by the Community Futures 
Program (CFP) located in designated bilingual regions of Canada. In the wake of this report, 
the Agency undertook to put measures in place to upgrade the services offered to Quebec’s 
English-speaking communities. One of these measures involves ensuring, through an expert 
audit, rigorous monitoring of the level and quality of services offered in English in designated 
bilingual Quebec regions.

4.1 Agency tools and programs 


To promote the development and economic diversification of the regions of Quebec 
and achieve the outcomes from its four program activities as described in Section 2, 
the Agency uses and makes available to its clientele a vast array of tools and programs 
which enable it to intervene with respect to regional development. This range of 
intervention tools consists of guidance and advice, information and referrals, 

and financial support. 


These tools, used alone or together by the Agency, contribute in particular to: 


= empowering entrepreneurs and local and regional development agents; in other 
words, the Agency provides the latter with means and opportunities (studies, 
workshops and seminars) for: 


becoming aware of the scope of the issues affecting them (awareness process) 
acquiring skills and knowhow in various specialized fields (skills development) 


reinforcing and broadening their business partnership networks 
(development of networks and business partners) 


= initiating growth-generating projects, that is, identifying development potential 
and initiating processes aimed at local mobilization and joint action to design 
and implement a plan, strategy or growth-generating project for a region’s 
development 


a facilitating local participation in defining the regional development priorities 
and policy of the Agency and the Government of Canada 


s helping the local milieu gather information and put forward regional issues 
to government decision-makers. 
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Guidance and advice 


For the Agency, guidance and advice involve helping entrepreneurs and local and regional 
development agents design and develop policy, a strategy, a business plan, an action plan 
or a project, or helping them plan a financial package, identify funding sources, and so 
on. At the Agency, advice or guidance provided by a staff member are services delivered 
to an entrepreneur or local development agent on an individual basis, geared to his 
specific situation. Provision of advice is done as needed. A guidance approach constitutes 
systematic, sustained, prolonged assistance, at various stages along the client’s path 
toward design and implementation of his project. 


Information and referrals 


The Agency produces timely information so entrepreneurs and local and regional 
development agents may reach informed decisions, and it makes this information 
more easily accessible and usable. This also involves referring them to resources likely 
to provide a timely, appropriate response to their specific needs. 


In this regard, the Agency works with the Canada Business Service Centres operating in 
Quebec, namely, Info entreprises in Montréal and Ressources Entreprises in Québec, for 
Eastern Quebec. These organizations deliver information, referral and reference material 
services to entrepreneurs and local and regional development agents throughout Quebec. 


Financial support 


The Agency has several programs and services whereby it makes both repayable and 
non-repayable contributions and, in exceptional cases, grants to its clientele, comprising 
SMEs, agencies which assist them, and communities. The Agency’s programming breaks 
down into different categories, as shown in the following table.

Regular programming associated with the Agency’s core mandate 


The Agency’s main regular programs of financial assistance are IDEA-SME, RSI and 
CFP. The expiration date for IDEA-SME and RSI is March 31, 2007. Completing the 
programming inherent in the Agency’s core mandate is the Canadian Support Program 
for the Gaspésie—Iles-de-la-Madeleine Economy, which has a dedicated budget envelope. 
But this program is no longer active for applications received after August 23, 2005S. 
Eligible expenditures under this program may be made until August 22, 2008. 


Innovation, development of entrepreneurship and access program for SMEs 


The IDEA-SME program primarily targets enterprise development. Its goal is to foster the 
growth of business generated by enterprises in all Quebec regions by facilitating, among 
other things, access to relevant information, awareness of enterprises’ development issues, 
establishment of strategic enterprises, and consolidation of their competitiveness through 
new business practices, innovation and commercialization. In that way, this program 
fosters realization of the regions’ economic development potential, leading in the long 
term to enhanced prosperity and sustainable employment. The IDEA-SME program now 
has a new social economy component whereby it can fund social economy enterprises, 
make regional patient capital funds available to them and foster development of their 
competencies and capabilities. 
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As to planned results, the program should lead to: 


a an increase in awareness of innovation, commercialization and entrepreneurship 
= an increase in identification and integration of new technology 
= an increase in commercialization of products arising out of innovation 


= an increase in enterprises’ productivity with a view to making them more 
competitive on the international scene 


» support for testing and experimentation activities in the natural resources sector 
in regions whose economy is heavily resource-based

Regional Strategic Initiatives Program 


This program involves developing and implementing strategies and action plans fostering 
the creation of a socio-economic environment conducive to reinforcing the assets and 
competitive advantages of Quebec regions, with a view to enabling them to realize their 
economic development potential, leading in the long term to lasting improvement in 
prosperity and employment. The program supports major initiatives likely to have a 
growth-generating impact on the regional economy, in response to major regional issues 
identified through a process of local consultation, dialogue and mobilization. The projects 
and activities stemming from it permit great flexibility and can take various forms, in line 
with the needs of a single region or a given group of regions. 


The program first aims to increase the regions’ technological capability so as to 
encourage the use of the most appropriate technologies and their adaptation by SMEs. 
The program helps develop the regions’ tourist attraction potential, too, as well as 
increasing the attraction capability of international activities. It is also used to support 


the regions in their efforts to adjust to the new global economic environment, 
especially in rural areas. 
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Planned results from the program include: 
= an increase in the use of new technology by SMEs 
= an increase in the number of foreign tourists in the regions 
= an increase in the number of foreign visitors at different international events 


= an increase in the number of projects concerning the regions’ adjustment 
to the new global economic environment, notably in rural areas. 


Community Futures Program 


This Canada-wide program provides support for communities in all parts of the country 
to help them take charge of their own local development. In Quebec, the CFP financially 
supports 57 Community Futures Development Corporations, as well as 14 Community 
Economic Development Corporations and nine Business Development Centres. 


Dedicated programming under the Agency's core mandate 


Canadian Support Program for the Gaspésie-Iles-de-la-Madeleine Economy 


This program came to an end in August 2005. The purpose of this special measure, 
funded from the Agency’s basic budget, was to support economic activity in the 
Gaspésie—Iles-de-la-Madeleine region. The program was in addition to the Agency’s 
regular activities and gave priority to the following elements:

Within the framework of the pan-Canadian Infrastructure Program under Treasury

2000. The objective of this agreement was to upgrade municipal, urban and rural 
infrastructure in the province and improve Quebecers’ quality of life. The Agency 

acts on behalf of the Government of Canada as the federal department responsible for 
implementation in Quebec. This agreement was amended in July 2005 to postpone to 
March 31, 2009 the deadline for disbursements under the ICP. Since December 2005, 
under the terms of the Agreement, no more new projects may be approved under 

the program.

Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part II] — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules J, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds.

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SECTION I- OVERVIEW 


Minister's Message 


As Minister of the Environment, I am pleased to put forward the 2006- 
2007 Report on Plans and Priorities for Environment Canada. This 
document is an important element of the Government’s plan to address 
head-on the challenges on the environment and to find solutions that 
deliver tangible results for Canadians. 


The Government is focused on “Made-in-Canada” solutions that are 
results-oriented and have direct benefits to the health of Canadians and the 
Canadian environment. Our focus is on real domestic action to ensure that 
Canadians can enjoy clean air, clean water, clean land, and healthy communities. 


The Government has already taken action on important environmental initiatives. These 
include tax credit measures to increase the use of public transport, increasing the average 
renewable fuel content in gasoline and diesel fuel to five per cent by 2010, reducing 
emissions of sulphur dioxide and metal pollutants from major industrial sources and 
eliminating uncontrolled disposal of mercury switches from scrap cars. 


Building on these important steps, this report identifies how Environment Canada intends to 
address the broad range of environmental issues within its mandate and jurisdiction. Over 
the next three years, the Department will develop a “Made-in-Canada” plan that will: 


- Promote cleaner air for Canadians. The health of Canadians is seriously affected by 
the quality of the air we breathe. Those who are affected the most are our country’s 
most vulnerable: the young, the elderly, and those with respiratory conditions. 


- Reduce domestic greenhouse gas emissions. 


- Work with partners to promote clean and safe water resources. The threats to the 
quality of Canada’s water resources must be addressed. 


- Manage the risks to human and environmental health from toxic chemicals. 
- Conserve and protect Canada’s significant natural spaces. 


Environmental issues such as air pollution and the management of toxic substances are by 
their nature complex and multi-jurisdictional. Finding solutions requires commitment and a 
long-term view. It also requires collaboration among all orders of government, industry, and 
stakeholders. The key challenge is to define a common direction, a collaborative approach 
and to ensure that partners share a commitment to tangible results that will have lasting 
benefits for Canadians. 


While the Department is working to promote a new and more collaborative approach to 
environmental management, its commitment to transparency and accountability remains 
unabated. This report is one of the tools Environment Canada uses to ensure its 
accountability to Parliament and to Canadians. I encourage you to read it and learn about 
the actions our Government and our partners are working to set in place for the benefit of 


all Canadians.

Smog causes hundreds of thousands of severe 
episodes of asthma and bronchitis annually, particularly among children and the elderly. The 
Ontario Medical Association estimates that air-related illnesses result in 60,000 emergency visits 
and 17,000 hospital admissions annually in Ontario alone. Data shows that 12% of children are 
estimated to have asthma and it is now a leading cause of school absenteeism. An analysis in 
eight major Canadian cities concluded that air pollution is a factor in 1 in 12 deaths — a total of 
5,900 preventable deaths per year. 


Some of the same pollutants that cause smog also impair ecosystems and wildlife. Poor air 
quality, particularly through acid deposition, remains one of the most serious threats to 
biodiversity, forests and fresh water ecosystems. Hazardous air pollutants such as mercury can 


be deposited into water and pose risks to wildlife and humans through their accumulation up the 
food chain. 


Economic Considerations 

The stress and resulting degradation that is occurring in our environment creates real economic 
costs associated with, among other things, forgone resource and labour productivity and 
increased burden on the health care system. In the province of Ontario alone, poor air quality 
has resulted in an estimated $200 million per year in crop damage, $77 million per year in forest 
damage, $374 million in lost productivity in 2005, and direct health care costs of $507 million 
per year. 


These types of costs affect all regions and sectors, and cumulatively they represent a serious 
challenge to Canada’s long-term prosperity. In the Okanagan Valley and Alberta oil sands 
region, for example, economic opportunities are increasingly constrained by water availability, 
whereas, in the Prairies, Atlantic Canada, and elsewhere, invasive pests that harm crops and 
forests are estimated to cost Canada’s economy $7.5 billion each year.' 


Natural disasters, particularly those of a meteorological origin like severe thunderstorms, snow, 
freezing rain, floods or drought, also take a strong economic toll. For example, the insurance 
industry says it expects to pay out more than $400 million in the wake of a storm that hit 
southern Ontario on August 19, 2005. This storm was the worst in Ontario’s history.

competitiveness. 


This fundamental shift in how the 
environment is valued can be seen in the 
changing nature of international trade, where countries and industries are increasingly putting in 
place environmental standards for imported or traded goods and services. 


More than ever before, industries are pressured to behave responsibly and adopt sustainable and 
ethical practices. For example, the world’s top wood buyers responded to campaigns calling on 
them to stop buying wood from endangered forests, affecting their suppliers across North 
America and Europe. 


Investors, including banks and insurers, monitor corporate earnings related to environmental 
performance and liability. The Carbon Disclosure Project (155 institutional investors 
representing 40% of the world’s managed assets or a total of $21 trillion) now requires 
disclosure of financial risk of carbon emissions. 


Financial indices — such as the Dow Jones Sustainability Index — have emerged, adding credence 
to arguments that environmental sustainability is essential to economic competitiveness in the 
21st century, as the companies listed on the Dow Jones Sustainability World Index have 
outperformed the companies on the Dow Jones World Index over the last 10 years.

Departmental Response and Priorities 


The Government will adopt a Made-in-Canada approach to the environment that secures real 
benefits for Canadians. Recognizing the links between the economy, the environment and 
human health will build an understanding of the real value of the environment and help in the 
identification of priority areas for action. The most pressing environmental challenges are those 
that have the greatest impact on lives of Canadians. 


While Environment Canada will continue to provide a wide range of valuable products and 
services for Canadians, including environmental research and weather information, focusing the 


Department’s efforts on a number of key 
priorities will ensure that real environmental 
outcomes that benefit Canadians are 
achieved. The Government has identified 
several key areas for action: 


Reducing Air Pollutants 

To protect Canadians from the harmful 
effects of air pollution, Environment Canada 
will demonstrate federal leadership by 
tabling a Clean Air Act and introducing new 
measures to reduce air pollution and achieve 
tangible reductions in greenhouse gas 
emissions. In addition, the Government will 
focus on promoting new infrastructure and

- Bilateral Agreements on key environmental issues, 


such as: Canada-U.S. Air Quality Agreement, Great

transformative technology, harnessing market 
forces, and green transportation systems with initiatives like tax credits for public transit users 
and 5% renewable fuel. The efforts to reduce air emissions will be the first part of a broader 
environmental strategy that will be developed in collaboration / consultation with partners. 


Protecting Canadians from Toxic Substances 

Canadians expect that any risks associated with chemicals that are on or entering the 
marketplace, and to which they may be exposed in air, water, food, products or other elements of 
indoor or outdoor environments, have been properly assessed, and that adequate measures have 
been taken to protect their health and that of the natural environment. This reflects a growing 
awareness of the connection between exposure to certain toxic substances in the environment 
and a variety of chronic diseases, developmental disorders and other health problems in humans, 
as well as threats to wildlife and the integrity of natural ecosystems. 


Canada is the first country to complete a systematic examination of the hazardous properties of 
substances that went into use prior to 1994. This review has provided the information baseline to 
make a shift in the manner in which government and industry work together. 


Building on Canada’s success in reviewing all chemical substances in use, Environment Canada 
will continue to work with Health Canada to ensure that toxic substances are managed in a way 
that protects the health of Canadians. The Government will introduce a strategy to strengthen the 
sound management of chemicals and will start by taking immediate action to address the 


substances that have been found to be the most hazardous and take measures to reduce the risks 
harmful substances pose to the health of Canadians and the environment. 


Ensuring Water Quality and Quantity 

The effort to ensure a safe and secure water supply in 
Canada will focus on priority ecosystems such as the 
Great Lakes, and also entail work with provinces, 
territories and municipalities regarding municipal 
wastewater. 


Science provides a foundation for sound 
policy decisions and actions 

- About 70% of Environment Canada’s 
budget and 60% of its workforce are 
involved in science and technology 
related activities; 

- These include: monitoring; providing 
indicators of ecosystem health; weather 
forecasting; environmental prediction; 
undertaking scientific research; and 
communicating scientific findings in 
useful format to decision-makers; 

- Environment Canada operates 15 

research institutes and labs and is part 
of a large scientific community. 


Supporting Clean Land and Biodiversity 

Work towards clean land will begin with steps to 
encourage the clean-up of contaminated sites and 
brownfields. Adopting a comprehensive, outcomes- 
based approach to biodiversity will mean focusing on 
ecosystems rather than species-by-species activities. 


The strong links between these areas mean that progress in one area will contribute to progress in 
another. For example, measures to reduce smog-causing pollutants can also help address 
greenhouse gas emissions that contribute to climate change, as well as acid rain that damages 
lakes and rivers and their broader ecosystems. 


A Made-in-Canada approach to environmental sustainability 

The approach to delivering on these priority initiatives will be guided by the notion that 
achieving environmental quality is a means to protect the health and well-being of Canadians, 
preserve Canada’s natural environment, strengthen Canada’s long-term competitiveness and 
improve Canadians’ quality of life. It will focus on achieving results, and aim to reward leaders 
and empower citizens. 


The recognition that Canada’s natural assets provide goods and services that fuel the economy 
and help keep Canadians healthy, provides a new basis for understanding and appreciating 
natural assets as ‘natural capital’. The management of natural capital would benefit from the 
same rigor that is applied to the management of human and produced capital, including 
developing an understanding of its real value and tracking its status and rate of depletion. 


Other aspects of this approach include an emphasis on taking the long-term perspective that is 
necessary when it comes to environmental issues. Setting long-term environmental objectives 
will help coordinate efforts to achieve shared goals, provide predictability and planning certainty 
for industry and transparency and accountability for citizens, as well as drive investments in 
technology. Within the federal government, improved sustainability planning and reporting 
across Sustainable Development Strategies will provide greater coherence, consistency and 
accountability to Canadians. 


Working effectively with partners 
A successful approach will see Environment Canada demonstrating federal leadership and 


working collaboratively with its partners to organize efforts around common priorities and a 


long-term outlook. Working with the provinces and territories to achieve shared goals will 
improve transparency and accountability, and ensure that resources are used most efficiently. 
Developing single-window approaches to streamline compliance and enforcement, and looking 
to the long-term will help reduce compliance costs for another important partner, industry. 
Working with industry and others such as Aboriginal peoples and governments and ENGOs, 
through such mechanisms as the Sector Sustainability Tables, will help to set shared priorities 
and generate recommendations about how to achieve objectives in a way that strengthens long- 
term competitiveness. 


In order to encourage the highest level of engagement from key stakeholders, targeted 
approaches will reach out to Canadians to play a role in the environment, support communities, 
and implement regulatory processes that are fair, sustainable and transparent and reduce 
compliance costs for industry. 


Principles of good governance provide a foundation for moving forward in advancing the 
Government’s priorities: 


o Informed, inclusive, and flexible decision-making to align efforts across jurisdictions; 
o Usable, accurate information to enable sound decision-making and accountability; 
o Nationally coherent science and technology focusing on priorities and key opportunities; 


o Clear incentives to drive performance and enforcement integrated across jurisdictions, 
focused on outcomes; and 


o Meaningful education and engagement to empower Canadians and decision-makers. 


Strategic Outcomes and Departmental Plans 

Environment Canada is implementing a process of transformation to enable the Department to 
better deliver on its mandate of ensuring the highest quality of environment for Canadians. This 
transformation includes implementing an integrated approach that is supported by new results 
management and governance structures. 


Environment Canada’s new results management and governance structures support the one 
department approach by better aligning accountabilities and the way the Department’s work is 
organized with the results that we expect to achieve. 


In preparing for the 2006-2007 planning cycle, the Department had reorganized its activities and 
resources into a revised Program Activity Architecture (PAA). This architecture enables the 
Department to better manage how its activities interact and contribute to its overarching strategic 
objectives. As well, it provides an important new tool to senior managers for the purposes of 
reordering the Department’s efforts to higher priorities when necessary. 


The existing Program Activity Architecture identifies four strategic outcomes: 


1. Canada’s natural capital is restored, conserved, and enhanced. 


2. Weather and environmental predictions and services reduce risks and contribute to the 
well-being of Canadians. 


Canadians and their environment are protected from the effects of pollution and waste. 


4. The impacts of climate change on Canada are reduced. 


The Department is currently reviewing this PAA structure and strategic outcomes and will be 
making adjustments to reflect the priorities and direction of the new Government. 


In the context of the existing Program Activity Architecture, the Department will organize work 
to achieve progress towards these strategic outcomes and priorities under four areas: 


Ecosystem Sustainability 
Goal: To develop and implement innovative strategies, programs, and partnerships to ensure that 
Canada’s natural capital is sustained for present and future generations. 


Weather and Environmental Services 
Goal: To provide Canadians with world-class meteorological and environmental information, 
predictions, and services to ensure safety and to support economic activity. 


Environmental Protection 
Goal: To develop and implement innovative strategies, programs, and partnerships to protect 
Canadians and their environment from the effects of harmful substances. 


Climate Change 
Goal: Address the long-term challenge of climate change and help Canada adapt to a changing 
climate. 


The details of the activities to be delivered in support of the outcomes and themes are provided 
in Section 2 of the RPP. 


Conclusion 

The Department is placing significant emphasis on the further development of environmental 
sustainability indicators as a means to guide the overall approach to environmental results. 
Canada’s Performance, the annual report to Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board, 
has included a selection of available indicators to provide a view of change across a certain set of 
issues. These include indicators related to air quality, biodiversity, climate change, toxic 
substances in the environment and water use. 


To a large extent, Environment Canada’s activities are primarily aligned with the Clean and 
Healthy Environment theme of Canada’s Performance. However, consistent with the broader 
policy vision of natural environment, health, and competitiveness, Environment Canada’s | 
activities also contribute significantly to the economic, health and international government-wide 


themes.

Description 

Natural capital includes the raw materials used in the production of manufactured goods, the land 
and water resources that anchor our quality of life and support economic activity, as well as 
living ecosystems that cleanse polluted air and water, reinvigorate soil, and contribute to a 
predictable and stable climate. Environment Canada works to restore, conserve, and enhance 
Canada’s natural capital by developing and implementing innovative strategies, programs, and 
partnerships. The purpose of our work in this area is to ensure that Canada’s natural capital is 
sustained for present and future generations. This work has been organized into three program 
areas:

1. Develop and implement a nationally-coherent, ecosystem-based approach to planning and 
delivering initiatives. 

2. From an ecosystem perspective, take action to identify and begin addressing the critical 
knowledge gaps that limit integrated decision-making impacting on natural capital.

3. Implement the Species at Risk Act through a transparent, consistent, and harmonized 
policy and program framework that ensures stakeholder involvement and the inclusion of 
both ecological and socio-economic considerations. 

4. Implement the North American Bird Conservation Initiative and under the Migratory 
Birds Convention Act, provide regulatory certainty to stakeholders while conserving and 
restoring migratory bird populations. 

5. Establish a regulation for incidental take under the Migratory Birds Convention Act to 
ensure effective conservation of migratory bird populations while promoting sustainable 
economic development. 

6. Strengthen federal, provincial, territorial, and international collaboration to address 
shared water priorities. 

7. Improve the Department’s ability to gather, integrate, use, and disseminate information in 
order to support environmental assessment. 

8. Improve the management of protected areas and seek opportunities to enhance protected 
areas networks. 


Program Activity 1A — Biodiversity is conserved and protected 


Results Context 

Our land, fresh water and oceans, and the diversity of life they support, provide the basis for our 
health and our economy. They provide a vast array of services to human society — including life- 
supporting natural processes that clean the air, purify the water, pollinate plants, absorb carbon 
dioxide, recycle nutrients, process wastes, prevent floods, control pests, and replenish soils. The 
services provided by natural capital are often very expensive to replace or are irreplaceable. 


However, increasing human population combined with increasing demand for goods and services 
is resulting in the over exploitation of land and water, compromising the long-term viability of 
ecosystems and threatening to eliminate the services they provide. To secure our essential life 
support systems and our economic prosperity in Canada, we need to ensure that the continued 
use of our lands, waterways and oceans is done is such a way that human activities do not 
undermine the overall ability of the ecosystem to function. For landscape management and 
sustainability to be a success in Canada, we need to broaden our focus from simply protecting 
areas of land and water to managing the full continuum of ecosystems from wilderness, parks 
and working landscapes, to urban centres. 


Planning Context 

Environment Canada’s work in this program area consists of activities to protect and recover 
species at risk; conserve, restore and rehabilitate significant habitats; and conserve migratory 
birds. A primary vehicle for the achievement of results under this program is the formation of 
strategic partnerships for the integrated management of Canada’s natural capital including the 
sustainable management of landscapes. A key principle in support of results under this program 
is the use of best available science. 


Initiatives and activities in this program area flow from the legal obligations under the Canada 
Wildlife Act (CWA), the Migratory Birds Convention Act (MBCA), the Species at Risk Act 
(SARA), the Canadian Environmental Protection Act, 1999 (CEPA); and the Wild Animal and 
Plant Protection and Regulation of International and Interprovincial Trade Act (WAPPRIITA).

Current Status and Future Positioning 

Environment Canada’s main strategy is one of prevention — “keeping common species 
common.” Once a species or ecosystem is in peril, it is more complicated and usually more 
costly to take measures to reverse the problem. We are able to maximize efficiencies by 
directing most of our energies on the prevention of problems — whether they be population 
declines, degradation or fragmentation of habitat or releases of toxic substances into the 
environment. This strategy focuses our work on restoring, conserving, and enhancing natural 
capital through a holistic ecosystem approach that identifies, interprets and responds to 
environmental conservation concerns — an approach to the integrated management of land, water, 
air, and living resources that promotes conservation and sustainable use in an equitable way. 
Specifically, the Department is working to: 


- Forge agreement on a national framework that sets out agreed upon objectives and 
outcomes for achieving sustainable land management, conservation of biological 
diversity, and the maintenance of essential ecosystem goods and services. 

- Develop the knowledge, information, monitoring and assessment capacity in Canada to 
support integrated landscape management. 

- Create enabling conditions through new and innovative policy instruments and tools to 
engage Canadians, support participatory decision-making and foster stewardship. 

- Focus our efforts on the recovery and stabilization of populations of at-risk species and 
the conservation of migratory bird populations through the protection of key habitats, 
landscapes and ecosystems. 


Risks and Challenges 


Human impacts on ecosystems are affecting the capacity of nature to continue to provide all of 
the essential assets and services that are needed now and for future generations. One risk is that 
environmental change can take place over a long period of time and the impact and 
consequences of some landscape-based decisions may not become apparent until some future 
point. It is possible that some impacts, once they are realized, cannot be easily remediated or the 
natural capital loss restored. 


Failure to ensure the conservation of migratory bird species or to address issues associated with 
wildlife disease and invasive species could lead to population declines and impacts on 
biodiversity and ecosystem health. From a program perspective, impacts on biodiversity could 
result in additional listings under the Species at Risk Act, resulting in additional processes, legal 
requirements and the need to develop recovery strategies. Robust monitoring and research 
programs are required to detect declines in populations of wildlife, understand the factors 
causing those declines, and take steps to mitigate potential problems. 
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Program Activity 1B — Water is safe, clean, and secure 


Results Context 


Water is emerging as a critical issue of the 21st century. While Canada is recognized around the 
world for its natural wealth in water resources, these resources are at risk. 


Despite significant reductions in point source discharges of contaminants, other key sources of 
pollution remain, including emerging chemicals, about which little is known. About 1 trillion 
litres of primary or untreated sewage pour into our water every year. Losses of wetlands 
continue: 68% of original wetlands in southern Ontario, and 75% of those in southwestern 
Manitoba have been converted from their natural state. Threats to water quality include the 
release, redistribution, and biomagnification of contaminants. Adopting an ecosystem or 
watershed management approach is important to maintaining healthy ecosystems and protecting 
human health. 


Water is also an essential resource for important areas of Canada’s economy such as agriculture, 
pulp and paper, oil and gas, electric power generation, transportation, tourism and other 
recreational uses. Urban population growth has resulted in pressures on infrastructure for water 
and economic development is creating competing sectoral demand for scare water resources. 
Millions of dollars of economic impacts have resulted from flooding in Canada. Canadian 
business earned $1.4 billion from water-related environmental goods and services in 2000. 
Upwards of $1.25 billion worth of hydroelectricity is generated on the St. Lawrence system. 


Planning Context 

This program area is designed to provide policy and science leadership on water quality, quantity 
and use. The implementation of water policy, management, performance promotion and 
education and engagement will focus on strengthening federal, provincial, territorial, and 
international collaboration with a view to identifying benefits and incentives for the sustainable 
use of water, and ensuring that Canadian water related interests are protected globally. Science 
under this program will be focused on monitoring and research to understand what is changing in 
aquatic ecosystems and why, and on providing scientific information and tools to empower 
Canadians to take action. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

Securing clean, safe and secure water for people and ecosystems requires a domestically and 
internationally shared vision for governments. Provinces are generally the primary managers of 
water in Canada and are responsible for much of the environmental regulation and policy- 
making that affects water issues. However, water bodies and watersheds frequently extend 
across provincial and national boundaries. 


Environment Canada provides leadership in setting of overall direction for the management of 
water resources, the examination of existing arrangements and agreements, and identifying and 
managing areas of mutual concern. Canada has in place a number of institutional arrangements 
that help address matters of shared jurisdiction pertaining to waters that span provincial and 
national borders including the Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement, a number of domestic 
water control boards and the International Joint Commission. Furthermore, all governments 
have major policy and regulatory levers to deploy in support of water management. Ensuring 
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that these levers are used in a harmonized, collaborative, and ecologically, socially and 
economically beneficial manner is a central challenge of water management in Canada. Within 
the federal government at least 19 federal departments are in some way implicated in the 
management of water. This provides a significant horizontal management challenge. 


Environment Canada is recognized as the lead for water science in Canada. The Department 
works in collaboration with other federal departments, provinces and territories, science 
networks related to work on the environment, as well as the public (including non-governmental 
organizations, academia and municipalities) to determine priorities for monitoring and research 
in order to provide timely and integrated scientific information and advice to decision-makers on 
the status and trends in water quality and aquatic ecosystems, an assessment and determination 
of the impacts of stressors on aquatic ecosystems and water resources and best management 
practices for sustaining efficient use of Canada’s water. 


Risks and Challenges 

There is a risk that decision-makers and resource managers will not have adequate or sufficient 
science-based advice on the impacts and risks to water quality, quantity, and sustainable use 
including long-term infrastructure costs, urban growth, and economic development in Canada. 
To mitigate this risk, Environment Canada 1s working in collaboration with its partners to share 
information, promote sustainable water use, and build best management practices in Canada. 


Securing interdepartmental, intergovernmental, and sectoral cooperation, support, and strategic 
partnerships is a significant challenge. Environment Canada and interdepartmental committees 
are looking at ways to improve the integration of federal work related to water. 


Program Activity 1C - Canadians adopt approaches that ensure the 
sustainable use and management of natural capital and working 
landscapes 


Results Context 

Priority Ecosystem Initiatives have been developed in an effort to respond to the unique 
environmental and sustainability issues of targeted ecosystems. They are a key tool to promote 
and implement ecosystem management in Canada and to get action and results in ecosystems of 
national importance. Current Priority Ecosystem Initiatives include: 


- Atlantic Canada Ecosystems and Communities 
- Georgia Basin Ecosystem 

- Great Lakes Basin Ecosystem 

- Northern Ecosystem 

- St. Lawrence River Ecosystem 

- Western Boreal Ecosystem 


Planning Context 

This program area will develop and implement a nationally-coherent, ecosystem-based approach 
to planning and delivering initiatives. It will facilitate comprehensive departmental action on 
ecosystems by aligning science and policy expertise and enhancing collaborative governance and 
decision-making mechanisms. A further feature of this program area will be to take action to 
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identify and begin addressing, from an ecosystem perspective, the critical knowledge gaps that 
limit integrated decision-making, impacting on natural capital. 


The goal of this work is to help decision-makers better understand the impact of their decisions 
on ecosystem sustainability by shifting from an emphasis on individual elements toward a more 
holistic consideration of ecological functions and services. Innovative tools will provide 
decision-makers with a better understanding of ecosystem changes; adaptive management 
processes will be implemented and supported; and the effectiveness of Environment Canada 
partner science in reaching decision-makers will be enhanced. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

Environment Canada recognizes that an ecosystem approach, based on scientific diagnostic and 
analysis, will provide a place-focused, analytical planning framework that deliberately integrates 
environmental, economic, and social objectives, within ecological scales and timeframes. 
Considering the implications on overall ecosystem sustainability, through innovative approaches 
(e.g., cumulative effects assessments, integrated ecosystem monitoring), will significantly 
improve the knowledge base upon which community planning and decisions affecting the 
ecosystem are made. 


A strategic vision will be developed to define the scope and mandate of Priority Ecosystem 
Initiatives, including the principles for determining relative priorities for each of the priority 
ecosystems. Plans and priorities include: 


- Developing and implementing an Ecosystem approach for the Department. 

- Developing a Priority Ecosystem Management Framework. 

- Improving the state of Priority Ecosystems across the country through the effective 
delivery of Priority Ecosystem Initiatives. 


Risks and Challenges 

Without the application of an ecosystem approach to departmental initiatives, we may lose the 
opportunity to increase the efficiency of our programs in responding to the environmental and 
sustainability issues of targeted ecosystems. We will also be hampered in progressing towards 
greater integration of work with other departments and partners.

Program Activity 2A. Improved knowledge and information on 
weather and environmental conditions influences decision-making 


Results Context 

The availability of timely observational data and information is critical to generating knowledge 
and information for environmental prediction, air quality forecasts, water quality and. supply 
analyses, climate change and ecosystem sustainability. In particular, monitoring (the systematic 
measurement of various parameters of the environment, such as winds, temperatures or water 
levels) enables the detection and prediction, in real time, of hazardous environmental conditions; 
these activities are critical for reducing risks and contributing to the health and well-being of 
Canadians. The resulting data and information are used in the development of policy and 
regulations (e.g. climate change policy and building codes), as well as enabling advances in 
environmental literacy. Observational information is also needed to quantify the impact of 
policy decisions. 


Monitoring activities are directed at ensuring the acquisition, transmission, archiving, and 
accessibility of observations pertaining to weather, climate (past weather), water levels and 
flows, and other environmental matters. These observations are essential to making consistent, 
reliable data and timely information available to users 24 hours a day, 7 days a week. Activities 
fundamental to achieving these results include monitoring relevant parameters; establishing, 
maintaining and inspecting the monitoring infrastructure; providing horizontal leadership in 
environmental monitoring; data stewardship; and reporting on those basic parameters. 


Environmental prediction science delivers credible, relevant, integrated, and usable environment 
predictions, environmental knowledge, advice, and decision-making tools and information on 
existing and emerging issues. Environment Canada’s environmental prediction science helps 
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industry, citizens, communities and governments understand their vulnerabilities to conditions or 
threats related to health, safety, security, the economy or the environment. This science also 
provides them with knowledge, predictions, advice, decision-making tools, and information that 
enable them to prevent the preventable, optimize opportunities, and risk-manage the rest. 


Planning Context 

This program area consists of environmental science and monitoring activities to detect 
hazardous conditions, to understand what is changing in the atmosphere (weather, climate, air 
quality and ultraviolet radiation), hydrosphere (water) and cryosphere (ice and snow), and why. 
To achieve this, it is necessary to conduct, throughout Canada, consistent, on-going 
measurements of basic parameters. A key benefit of the results under this program will be to 
provide improved knowledge, information, and tools on weather and environmental conditions 
(e.g. a better understanding of the causes of severe weather, the mechanisms that transport 
chemicals through the atmosphere, the impacts of human activity on the atmosphere, and models 
based on atmospheric science). These benefits will support the development of policy as well as 
the delivery of environmental services. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

The continuous operation of observational networks, including an increasing role for remote and 
space-based monitoring systems (e.g. Earth observation satellites), is critical to enable 
Environment Canada to provide essential environmental predictions. Environment Canada’s 
observational information and data are relied upon to support policies and programs in these 
areas: forecasting weather, floods and droughts, conducting informed environmental 
assessments, assessing the impacts of climate change and the effectiveness of adaptation 
responses, designing buildings and infrastructures, managing and protecting natural resources 
including water, and forecasting and managing air quality. 


To increase data coverage in a cost-effective way, strategic investments in new monitoring 
technologies and strategies to move towards an appropriate mix of in-situ, remote, airborne and 
satellite-based monitoring systems are required. In addition, the current mix of data acquisition, 
transmission, archiving, and dissemination processes is being optimized to ensure efficiency and 
data integrity. Finally, effective systems for managing the Department’s environmental 
information and making it readily available to researchers and decision makers — like the data 
management framework currently under development — are also critical to delivering high- 
quality data products and services in a manner that is convenient and timely for the clients. 
Together, the actions undertaken will allow the Department to better respond to growing 
demands for more accurate, comprehensive and timely environmental information and 
predictions. 


From a scientific perspective, current priorities focus on improving scientific models (higher 
resolution and accuracy), better exploiting data and improving observing systems, shifting to 
probabilistic outputs (by combining several predictions), and transferring technology and 
scientific information to operational applications. 


Risks and Challenges art aN 
Implementing the proposed monitoring approach requires people with very specialized scientific 
and technological backgrounds. This is particularly important to deliver the scientific 
information required to address key environmental issues over both the short term and long term 
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(on climate change and the North, or in key sectors such as the social, security, and financial 
sectors). 


Environment Canada will develop and implement an up-to-date formal succession plan and 
aggressive career development plan to address the very high retirement rate anticipated over the - 
next five years for technical and professional staff and to ensure that appropriately trained 
employees are available (three to five years of training is required). 


Failures of automated data collection systems could result in reliable observational data not 
being available to forecast meteorological and environmental hazards. Effective maintenance 
and inspection programs with contingency plans for all networks minimize such risks. In 
particular, Quality Management System certification (ISO 9001) for data collection networks is 
being pursued to enhance the integrity of operations and contribute to quality improvements. 


Program Activity 2B. Canadians are informed of, and respond 
appropriately to, current and predicted environmental conditions 


Results Context 

Timely warnings of changing weather and environmental conditions that threaten the life and 
health of Canadians form the raison d’étre of this program area. Globally, about 85% of life- 
threatening hazards are hydrometeorological in nature. Furthermore, public opinion research’ 
indicates that the vast majority of Canadians consult weather forecasts every day, for their 
security and decisions they make in everyday life (e.g. travel planning and recreation). Weather 
and environmental information is used in making policy and business decisions, particularly in 
weather-sensitive sectors such as transportation and agriculture. Increasingly, Canadians, 
governments at all levels, and private industries are seeking other types of environmental 
information, for example, on air quality or UV radiation. 


Accessible and understandable information about the changing physical and chemical 
environment is a key element to help ensure the health and safety of Canadians. Information on 
the past, present and future states of the environment is now an important factor in business 
decisions, particularly in the context of a just-in-time, globally competitive economy. More and 
more, being able to anticipate how the environment will affect business locally or globally is a 
key element of competitiveness. 


Environment Canada produces weather and environmental forecasts, warnings and information 
for the health and safety of Canadians, 24 hours a day, every day. It also produces air quality 
forecasts, and information products for emergency response, such as forecasts of concentrations 
of hazardous substances like volcanic ash, pollutants or radioactive material. Information is very 
useful, but, by itself, it is not sufficient to empower Canadians to take action to preserve and 
protect ecosystems or species at risk; active engagement and outreach approaches are also 
essential. Through community-based funding, capacity support programs and education 
initiatives, Environment Canada encourages citizens to take action in their own communities to 
reduce waste, enhance the natural environment, and reduce air and water pollution.

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Planning Context 

This program area consists of producing and making available relevant knowledge and 
information on past, present and future physical and chemical conditions of the atmosphere (air), 
hydrosphere (water) and cryosphere (ice and snow). This is in response to the assessed needs of 
Canadians — be they policy- or decision-makers, business people or individuals, or others who 
require this information to deliver on departmental or federal responsibilities and obligations 
(e.g. National Defence, NAV CANADA, Coast Guard icebreaking). Under this program area, 
information on the state of the environment is produced by integrating environmental data 
(weather, ice cover, water levels, pollutant releases and transport, etc.), and scientific knowledge 
into a wide variety of products and services. These products and services aim to empower 
Canadians to safeguard themselves and their property against environmental hazards like 
dangerous weather or poor air quality and to help them make better-informed decisions, be they 
of a social, economic, or environmental nature. By properly taking the past, present and future 
states of the environment into account, Canadians can make informed decisions for the mutual 
benefit of the economy and of the environment. Partnerships, domestic and international, are 
critical to the success of these endeavours. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

The production of Environment Canada’s meteorological forecast services has been extensively 
restructured over the past few years to respond effectively to the ever-increasing demands for 
improved information and services, and so that they can be delivered in a manner that is 
sustainable in the long-term. Currently in its fourth year, this five-year transition aims to 
increase the efficiency of production and develop a coherent quality management system while 
ensuring that environmental information is properly understood and used to its fullest potential, 
through activities such as outreach to major clients and stakeholders. 


In the future, Environment Canada intends to broaden its services to include other forms of 
environmental predictions. Traditional weather prediction services will expand to include new 
areas such as the evolution of key ecosystems affected by climate change, or how environmental 
changes affect economic sectors like transportation or tourism. Other changes expected for the 
future include improved services to Canadians, including education and engagement activities, 
modern dissemination systems (e.g. “weatheroffice.ec.gc.ca”, the Canadian Government’s most 
popular Web site with some eight billion visits annually), and performance management. Also, 
activities worthy of future investments include the international GEOSS initiative (Global Earth 
Observation System of Systems) which will permit continued leveraging of international 
monitoring and science activities, thus leading to better environmental prediction services. 


Environment Canada cannot achieve its results without many win-win partnerships that allow 
optimum use of its infrastructure and successful delivery of its services. The introduction of the 
new 511 telephone services to be offered in partnership with Transport Canada, provincial and 
territorial governments, the Canadian Urban Transit Association and the Intelligent 
Transportation Systems Society of Canada is an excellent example. The objective is to offer to 
all Canadians free bilingual access to current weather information including warnings of high 
impact weather events as well as travel information, such as road conditions. 


Environment Canada will strengthen its links with the media, who not only want and need access 
to its information and services for their programming, but also represent the single most effective 
conduit for getting forecasts and warnings to the public — a key aspect of the Department’s 
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mandate. A special National Service Office is designing service improvements for the media 
and operating a web site dedicated to media use. Outreach and warning preparedness officers 
will liaise with media outlets to improve the quality of the services provided and the priority they 
give to weather warnings, thus improving the reach of this essential service while obtaining 
feedback from the media sector. Likewise, work with partners like public safety agencies and 
emergency measures organizations is crucial to assist them in planning how to mitigate and 
respond to emergencies, and to fulfill the Department’s mandate of informing and protecting 
Canadians. 


Information and data about the state of Canada’s environment and how it is affected as a result of 
human activities (for example, by releases of pollutants into the air or water), may be difficult for 
citizens to understand. Environment Canada intends to put additional emphasis in the coming 
years into improved public reporting and contextualization of this type of information to enable 
individuals, businesses and other decision-makers to take specific action to improve and protect 
the environment and make better-informed decisions. 


Risks and Challenges 


Rapid scientific and technological advancements pose a challenge to environmental prediction 
activities with respect to the acquisition of data and the production and dissemination of 
forecasts. For example, new generations of satellites are being launched and will provide 
increasingly voluminous and useful datasets that Environment Canada needs to use for 
environmental predictions. These volumes of data will require the modernization of ground 
receiving stations, as well as additional telecommunication bandwidth, supercomputing power 
and mass storage. A strategic plan under development will address these issues and set a long- 
term strategy for refits and modernization. Risks related to a sudden loss of data — due to system 
failure or a termination by a supplier — are mitigated by using multiple sources of data. Effective 
business resumption planning and systems mitigate the risk of loss of weather and environmental 
forecasts and planning. 


Forecasting is increasingly done using numerical environmental-prediction models that can only 
be run on the very fastest computers available, making a major failure of the Department’s 
supercomputer a significant risk. This is mitigated by ensuring a robust and reliable 
supercomputing facility with systems such as uninterruptible power supply, and by securing 
access to models from other countries (USA, Europe). 


Reliance on information technology (IT) through automated systems increases the risk of 
systems failures. Diligence in defining robust service level agreements and in designing and 
testing contingency plans will be paramount to mitigating these risks. Increases in IT security 
threats also pose a risk to the continuous (24 hours, seven days) critical operations. This risk is 
minimized by implementing Treasury Board guidelines on IT security, implementing increased 
security zones, and ISO certification considerations to increase system reliability.

Plans and Priorities 
Environment Canada plans to pursue the following plans and priorities over the next three years: 


1. Advance priority actions for air quality and substances of concern including: 


- Developing a Clean Air Act as the basis for a comprehensive clean air strategy; 

- Developing and implementing a comprehensive agenda for the sound management of 
chemicals following the completion of the categorization mandate under CEPA 1999; 

- Strategically managing and ensuring the effectiveness of existing and forthcoming 
environmental protection regulations and the federal contaminated sites program; 

- Developing regulations for municipal wastewater effluent; 

- Improving information and reporting on pollution; 
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- Approval ofa stewardship policy governance structure for biotechnology; and 
- Developing and implementing a strategy to identify and address risks from 
nanotechnology. 


2. Implement key strategic shifts to improve the effectiveness of program approaches, including: 


- Using sectoral approaches for risk assessment and risk management, where possible; 

- Using equivalency agreements and other federal-provincial-territorial partnership 
approaches to achieve national targets; and 

- Use public education and engagement, including risk communication, effectively. 


3. Establish a clear and predictable environmental protection regime by developing and 
implementing a quality management system for decision-making with respect to pollutants. 


Program Activity 3A — Risks posed by pollutants or other harmful or 
dangerous substances in the environment are reduced 


Results Context 

Pollutants and other harmful or dangerous substances pose considerable threats to the health and 
well-being of Canadians and have significant negative impacts on air, water, and land. Air 
pollution, for example, has significant negative impacts on human health, the environment and 
our society and economy. A recent Health Canada study estimated that 5,900 people in 8 
Canadian cities die prematurely each year as a result of air pollution. Acidified lakes are not 
recovering, toxics are bio-accumulating, and biodiversity is reduced. Air pollution 1s also 
resulting in agriculture and forestry losses, reduced productivity, health system costs, and 
infrastructure damage. 


In order to protect the health of Canadians and the environment from the risks posed by 
pollution, waste, and substances of concern, those risks must be assessed, understood, and 
managed taking into account the full management cycle including the disposal or recycling of 
products containing toxic substances. Building this understanding involves considering the risks 
posed by the legacy of unassessed substances to which we and our environment are exposed each 
day; avoiding the creation of other such legacies by assessing and managing new chemicals and 
products of biotechnology before they enter our economy and environment; effectively 
managing the risks associated with chemicals that are already in our economy and environment; 
developing scientific tools and technologies important for identifying, measuring, assessing and 
managing risk; reporting on how well we are doing in delivering on current risk management 
strategies and tools (e.g., CEPA 1999 instruments such as regulations); ensuring that waste, 
when it is generated is managed in an environmentally sound manner and looking forward to 
identify emerging risks with the aim of understanding and managing those risks before they put 
our health, our environment, or our prosperity at risk. Such knowledge 1s critical to ensuring that 
resources and efforts from governments, industry, and individual Canadians are used to 
maximum advantage in support of our long-term competitiveness, the health of our citizens, and 


that of our environment. 
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Planning Context 

This program area consists of reducing risks to the environment and to human health posed by 
pollutant releases related to human activities. Under this program area, environmental and 
human health threats posed by toxic substances and other substances of concern are understood 
in terms of their fate and effects and are prevented, reduced, or eliminated through appropriate 
risk management measures. These substances may exert a direct toxic effect on animals, plants 
or humans or, due to the volume, nature and manner of release, may pose an immediate or 
longer-term risk to the environment and human health. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 


Clean Air 

Innovative strategies, programs, and partnerships are required to protect the health of Canadians 
and the environment from the harmful effects of air pollution. Despite progress in addressing 
clean air issues and reducing transboundary and international emissions and emissions from 
major industrial, transportation and other sectors, continued action is needed. Work to improve 
air quality will focus on developing an integrated sector-based approach; strengthening 
international cooperation (particularly with the U.S.); and promoting science-based approaches 
to inform the development of new standards and regulations. 


A Made-in-Canada plan for reducing air pollution and greenhouse gas emissions will focus on 
realistic and effective reductions in emissions for the long term. It will: 


- Take advantage of opportunities to build a competitive and sustainable Canadian 
economy; 

- Bean integral part of our energy security; 

- Promote the development and use of new technologies; 

- Support regional development; and 

- Engage Canadians and communities to take action at the local level. 


Greenhouse gases and air pollutants share common sources. An integrated approach to 
regulating air pollution and greenhouse gas emissions is important in order to reduce emissions 
and pollution in a way that achieves the best possible outcomes. An integrated approach can also 
increase opportunities for formulating goals that take into account potential problems and 
conflicts, and increase the possibility of finding an optimal solution for mitigation of both issues. 


Regulatory approaches that meet or exceed standards in the U.S. or other key industrialized 
countries are an important element of the plan. For example, while Canada’s emission standards 
for many classes of on-road vehicle and engines and off-road engines are currently aligned with 
those of the United States, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) continues to 


implement more stringent emission requirements for some classes of vehicle and engines, and 
Canada’s emissions standards need to keep pace. 


Toxic Substances 

Since the early 1990’s, Canada and other industrialized nations have had in place processes to 
assess health and environmental risks associated with new substances before they are allowed to 
enter the marketplace, backed up by regulatory regimes and other measures to manage those 
risks so as to prevent unhealthy exposures and ensure effective protection. 
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However, in Canada, as in other industrialized countries, large numbers of substances that were 
already in use before new substance review processes were established, have been allowed to 
remain in commercial use, pending their ultimate assessment for potential health and/or 
environmental effects. In Canada, this amounts to some 23,000 substances that were in 


commerce in the mid-1980’s, prior to the promulgation of the Canadian Environmental 
Protection Act (CEPA). 


CEPA 1999 required that the Government undertake a comprehensive review of the legacy of 
unassessed substances to identify whether they potentially present hazards that require further in- 
depth evaluation to determine their precise health and environmental risks, and how those risks 
should best be managed. Canada is the first country in the world to have completed a 
comprehensive review of all substances in commerce This initial categorization resulted in the 
identification of substances that may pose a concern for human health or the environment, and 
that therefore now must be evaluated and potentially be subject to some form of risk 
management measure. This will be accomplished through a new management approach 
coordinated by Environment Canada and Health Canada. 


Delivering on these challenges will require integrated information about our environment and 
increasingly sophisticated risk assessment methodologies and technologies to ensure that risk 
assessments, which form the basis for risk management responses, are as complete and thorough 
as possible. 


Risks and Challenges 


Internationally, Canada’s emissions per capita and per GDP are among the highest of the OECD 
countries. The 2005 report, The Maple Leaf in the OECD: Comparing progress toward 
sustainability, showed that out of the 30 OECD countries, Canada ranked 28" overall, based on 
29 environmental indicators. Canada’s showings include 26" in greenhouse gas emissions, and 
27" in pollution from sulphur oxides. In the longer-term, domestic environmental performance 
could affect Canada’s ability to seek international reductions of pollutants that would bring 
benefits to Canada. There is a risk that Canada’s access to international markets may be 
hampered, potentially affecting its competitive position in the international community. 


In order to meet our CEPA 1999-mandated obligations, Environment Canada’s mitigation 
strategy is to evaluate priorities on a yearly basis and focus on “must do” activities. Rigorous 
priority-setting and leveraging of new opportunities must be accompanied by re-investment in 
infrastructure, capital, and highly qualified personnel to ensure the continued effective and 
efficient program delivery from Environment Canada’s research and science capacity. 


Program Activity 3B - Canadians adopt sustainable consumption and 
production approaches 


Results Context 

The generation and collection of environmental and pollution information is crucial for educating 
Canadians about the connection between their actions and environmental, health, and economic 
outcomes. It is also essential for encouraging them to adopt sustainable production and 
consumption approaches; for supporting risk assessment and risk management activities; for 
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assessing progress; and for enabling decision-makers to make quality decisions in support of 
Canada’s long-term competitiveness and the health of our citizens and our environment. Work 
in this area will help the Department deliver on its legislative mandate by creating a more 
systematic approach to the Department’s decision-making concerning the assessment, 
management and prevention of the risks of pollution using a mix of instruments under CEPA, 
1999 and the Fisheries Act, as well as non-legislative tools. Legislative approaches will be 
complemented by developing new approaches that engage more of society and infuse 
environmental considerations more fully through the production cycle and value chain of 
products. 


Work to promote sustainable consumption and production will improve Environment Canada’s 
decision-making criteria and processes for managing the risks of harmful substances and ensure 
that the Department has a strong but flexible legislative basis for action. We will seek 
opportunities to develop more holistic approaches to reducing risks and improving 
environmental quality by promoting corporate behaviour that contributes to environmental 
protection, including improved product stewardship and other approaches to sustainable 
consumption and production. 


Planning Context 

This program area provides a focus for the Department’s longer-term efforts to reduce the cost of 
unsustainable consumption patterns and to shift industry towards more sustainable forms of 
production. Much of the activity will be centered around large sector-based approaches to 

enable collaborative and informed decision-making on environmental objectives. We will also 
initiate work with small and medium-sized enterprises and the financial sector. Underlying this 
will be the creation of a clear and predictable environmental protection regime, designed to 
encourage and enable sustainable production and consumption. 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

Consistent application of key principles in risk assessment and risk management decision- 
making will be improved through the development and implementation of a Quality 
Management System (QMS) for Environment Canada’s regulatory responsibilities related to 
protecting Canadians and their environment from the effects of pollution and waste. This work 
will focus on improving the clarity of decision-making criteria, processes, and engagement with 
respect to decisions pertaining to the legislative responsibilities under CEPA and the Fisheries 
Act. The initial focus will be on risk assessment and risk management, particularly determining 
priorities for both as well as establishing risk management strategies. This will seek to clarify 
the application of key principles including the precautionary principle and the use of Schedule 1 
of CEPA, 1999. Once these policy issues are clarified, the processes will be documented. 
Further, Environment Canada will demonstrate leadership in application of principles, 
government-wide, on regulatory decision-making and work closely with other departments, 
especially in the area of biotechnology. 


Environment Canada has begun to develop an approach for certain aspects of sustainable 
consumption and production, such as Pollution Prevention Plans, Extended Producer 
Responsibility approaches, Life Cycle Management and other environmental management 
systems, corporate sustainability reporting, investor recognition of the benefits of reduced 
environmental risks, and work with communities on an ad-hoc basis. This work will need to be 
considered in a holistic way to optimize the Government’s leverage to promote sustainable 


eye 


consumption and production as an integrated approach. Upcoming work will examine best 
practices in product stewardship policy, environmental design, corporate sustainability reporting, 
and other cutting edge sustainable consumption and production tools to assess their applicability 
within the Canadian context. By increasing departmental knowledge and engagement on the 
business value of corporate environmental performance, departmental activities could help 
support market decision-making, including by companies, the financial sector and consumers, in 
support of Canada’s environmental priorities. 


This work will result in longer-term strategies to support key governmental and departmental 
priorities including innovation and smart regulation to promote early action by industry to reduce 
risks to health and the environment. While our current risk assessment and risk management 
processes have been directed towards meeting the global challenge associated with the backlog 
of unassessed existing substances in Canada, environmental sustainability requires a larger 
societal shift towards sustainable production and consumption practices that do not release 
harmful substances or result in substantial energy or material waste at any stage in the product 
cycle. For example, eighty percent of the environmental and economic costs associated with 
production are predetermined at the product design stage; therefore, encouraging innovation in 
product design should be a critical aspect of Government support for sustainable production. 
Concurrently, encouraging market shifts towards more environmentally-friendly products can 
have immediate environmental results as well as stimulate longer-term innovation in sustainable 
production. 


In the area of generating and collecting environmental and pollution data, the focus will be on 
improving data quality and harmonizing and integrating reporting. Improvements to the quality 
of data collected and generated will allow increased confidence in its value to guide decision- 
making and set priorities. The harmonization and integration of reporting will reduce the efforts 
required for industry to report and governments to collect the data, as well as ensuring 
consistency in the data being used and published by different jurisdictions. Together, these 
efforts will allow the Department to become an authoritative source of information on pollution. 


Risks and Challenges 

Challenges regarding pollutant information are to provide more comprehensive estimates of 
pollutant releases for more pollutants, and to undertake greater analysis of pollutant release data 
alongside other related data sources. Through the National Pollutant Release Inventory (NPRD), 
information on releases from large industrial sources is currently available for over 300 
pollutants. Information on air releases from all sources in Canada (including industrial, 
transportation and residential sources) is only available for certain criteria air contaminants 
(pollutants that contribute to smog and acid rain), heavy metals (mercury, cadmium and lead) 
and persistent organic pollutants (dioxins and furans, PAHs). In order to appropriately 
understand and manage pollution, it is important to have a more comprehensive view of non- 
industrial sources and releases to media other than air. Greater analysis of pollutant release data 
alongside other information sources (for example, ambient air quality and economic) will allow a 
more comprehensive picture of pollution in Canada which will better assist with targeting actions 


and supporting decision-making.

Description 

Almost one-third of Canada’s GDP is affected by climate and weather. Important regional 
economies and entire economic sectors, such as forestry, agriculture and fisheries, are already 
being affected and could be devastated by further climate change. The BC forest fires (2003), 
the Prairie drought (2004), and the Eastern Ontario/Quebec ice storm (1998) all demonstrate how 
vulnerable Canada is to climate variability and severe weather events. Canada’s northern 
communities and ecosystems are particularly vulnerable and impacts including melting 
permafrost and shrinking sea ice cover are already being observed. 


In order to reduce the social, economic and environmental impacts of climate change on Canada, 
action needs to be taken on two fronts: first, by reducing greenhouse gas (GHG) emissions; and 


second, by strengthening our understanding of the impacts of climate change and taking steps to 
adapt to its effects. 


As such, Environment Canada’s work in this area is organized under two program activities: 


Net emissions of greenhouse gases are reduced: 


- Made-in-Canada plan for reducing air pollution and greenhouse gas emissions is 
developed and implemented 


- Long-term global climate change regime is consistent with Canadian interests. 
Canadians understand the impacts of climate change and adapt to its effects: 


- Adaptive strategies to address the impacts of climate change are developed and 
implemented for the benefit of Canadians and the environment.

As the world moves to address climate change, those economies 
and companies that build environmental considerations into their decisions will ultimately have a 
competitive advantage. We also need to work towards an inclusive long-term international 
approach to climate change that is consistent with Canadian interests.

The measures to be implemented to address greenhouse gas emissions will be closely aligned 
and coordinated with action on clean air as described in the previous section under program 
activity 3A (risks posed by pollutants or other harmful or dangerous substances in the 
environment are reduced). This plan for reducing air pollution and greenhouse gas emissions 
will focus on realistic and effective reductions for the long term. 
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Program Activity 4A — Net emissions of greenhouse gases are reduced 


Results and Planning Context 

This program area provides a focus for the Department’s activities aimed at reducing domestic 
greenhouse gas emissions as well as those aimed at helping to build a future approach that 
balances economic prosperity and societal needs with emissions reductions. 


The sources of GHG emissions and common air pollutants, as well as the action required to 
reduce them, are often the same. Efficient strategies should be pursued that address both clean 
air and climate change in an integrated manner. 


Canada intends to work with its international partners to reduce global greenhouse gas emissions. 
Canada is prepared to work within all multilateral efforts to ensure effective international 
cooperation on climate change. Future international cooperation that meets Canada’s goals 
would result in significant global reductions in GHG emissions by all major emitting countries, 
maintain competitiveness of Canadian enterprises, and generate significant environmental co- 
benefits. 


The approach to addressing climate change in Canada has evolved continuously since the signing 
of the United Nations Framework Convention on Climate Change (UNFCCC) in 1992. 

However, a number of areas require a more focussed approach to achieve realistic and effective 
reductions in GHG emissions for the long term. This approach will include: reducing air 
pollutant and GHG emissions from industrial and transportation sectors; supporting the 
development of new technologies needed to address air quality and climate change for the long 
term; improving energy efficiency and increasing the use of renewable energy; helping citizens 
and communities take action; and working with the United States and other countries, through 
the United Nations process and other multilateral approaches, to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions. . 


Risks and Challenges 


Actions to reduce GHG emissions are integral to any strategy for sustainable production and use 
of energy. The reductions in GHG emissions which will be required in the future can only be 
achieved if action leading to short-term reductions is balanced with the investment in actions that 
will pay off on a longer-term time line. 


Effectively addressing climate change requires collaboration between many countries with 
widely varying national circumstances. Canada will continue to be an active participant in the 
UN process, the G8 + 5 Climate Change Dialogue and is also considering participation in the 
Asia Pacific Partnership. We will continue to participate in research and technology partnerships 
that enhance our ability to reduce GHGs domestically while furthering technological 
development that will benefit the developing world. 
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Program Activity 4B - Canadians understand the impacts of climate 
change and adapt to its effects 


Results Context 

Climate change impacts are real. Changes are already occurring, as documented scientifically 
and from long-term changes derived from paleo evidence, earth observations, and indigenous 
communities. The adaptation deficit is growing exponentially, domestically and internationally, 
as measured, for example, by insured and uninsured losses. These early climate and atmospheric 
impacts are dramatically increasing demands on all levels of government to act within their areas 
of responsibility. 


Impacts and adaptation programming will focus on science capacity supporting the rapidly 
growing need for developing science-based adaptation advice that allows decision-makers to 
understand and risk-manage the impacts of climate change by: 


- Addressing the rapidly growing needs for safer, healthier, and more resilient’ 
communities with a strong public infrastructure and improved disaster management 
planning. 

- Reducing the risks related to biodiversity losses and environmental damage. 

- Minimizing the weather and climate sensitivities of key economic sectors (e.g., forestry, 
agriculture, energy) and optimizing new economic opportunities for increased efficiency 
and competitiveness. 

- Providing new knowledge, technologies, tools, and advice to support timely decisions by 
all Canadians. 


To manage the risks and optimize the opportunities associated with weather and climate change, 
Canada must strengthen its capacity to develop and implement, through partnerships, science- 
based adaptation solutions at the community, regional and national levels. 


Planning Context 

Building on Environment Canada’s work to reduce the impact of weather and related hazards, 
this program area is focused on understanding and minimizing the negative effects of climate 
change, developing adaptive strategies, and helping partners implement solutions. This 
knowledge and information will be provided to policy developers and decision-makers as advice 
on adaptation to changing weather and climate. Science leadership includes identifying benefits 
and incentives to guide the development of sound mitigation and adaptation strategies for 
Canadians. On the international front, Canada will develop synergies with multi-lateral 
environmental agreements, especially the three United Nations Conventions on sustainable 
development (Climate, Desertification, and Biological Diversity). 


Current Status and Future Positioning 

Environment Canada has a long history, credibility and is the recognized source for impacts and 
adaptation science, methodologies and tools, and interpreting climate and weather data. As a 
result, Environment Canada is one of the few federal departments to work with more than the 
typical sector adaptation approach (e.g. issues, sectors, and regions) and to help partners 


> Resilience is the capacity of a community to anticipate, mitigate, withstand, and recover from natural hazards. 
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implement adaptation solutions in Canada. Examples of work to date include advice and 
information on developing Heat Alert systems, water management planning, responding to 
disaster management legislation (e.g. Bill 148 in Ontario (http://www.hazards.ca/) and the Civil 
Securities Act in Québec), and developing new winter maintenance by-laws (e.g. city of Ottawa). 


Despite the potential impact on Canada’s economy, society, environment, and quality of life, 
adaptation solutions have not been developed for many issues. This program area proposes to 
develop those solutions using a solid foundation of impacts and adaptation science coupled with 
strong partnerships including with decision-makers and multi-disciplinary networks. Scientific 
expertise is needed to identify and prioritize impacts and risks while additional scientific and 
infrastructure expertise is needed to develop and implement adaptation solutions. 


Risks and Challenges 

The recent Arctic Climate Impacts Assessment’ noted that the range and availability of species 
of polar bear, walrus, seals and caribou are already beginning to change and infrastructure is 
beginning to fail. Unless we understand the vulnerabilities and impacts of a changing climate, 
and effectively help to implement adaptation solutions, the Canadian economy, society and 
ecosystems will be strongly impacted, adding to the pressures pushing against sustainability, and 
increasing the existing “‘adaptation deficit.” To achieve sustainability, the adaptation deficit, 
which is already increasing exponentially, must be reduced. 


Adaptation solutions currently do not exist for many issues and can only be developed using a 
solid foundation of impacts and adaptation science coupled with strong partnerships including 
decision-makers and multi-disciplinary networks. 


Canada must accept the challenge of developing a strong adaptation science capacity and 
providing the science-based solutions needed by all levels of government, economic sectors and 
society. Such a capacity would initially reduce the adaptation deficit in four key areas: 
technology (e.g., Canada’s critical public infrastructure); human health (e.g. heat alert and air 
quality warning system), economic competitiveness (e.g. agri-environmental standards for 
Canadian farmers), resilience in natural ecosystems and biodiversity.

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SECTION IT -— CERIA 


Canada Emission Reduction Incentives Agency (CERIA) 


The Canada Emission Reduction Incentives Agency (CERIA) was established as a result of the 
2005 federal budget, which allocated $1 billion over five years to the Agency. 


The purpose of the Agency was to provide incentives for the reduction or removal of greenhouse 
gases through the acquisition, on behalf of the federal government, of eligible domestic and 
international emission reduction credits. 


Although Parliament had approved funding for CERIA, the Agency’s funding was frozen 
pending the approval of the details of the Agency’s program design and implementation under its 
original mandate and the Agency never became operational. 


The new Government has stated that it will not purchase international emission credits. Further, 
the new Government is developing a new approach to address clean air and climate change and 


therefore the Agency is being wound down.

-  $5.3M in new funding for Environmental Indicators. The initiative was announced as a part of Budget 2004. In Budget 
2004, the Government of Canada responded to the recommendations put forward by the National Round Table on the 
Environment and the Economy (NRTEE) by committing $15 million over two years “to develop and report better 
environmental indicators on clean air, clean water and greenhouse gas emissions.” Over the full five-year framework, the 
total funding for meeting this commitment was set at $45 million. 

-  $4.8M in new funding for Northern Energy / Mackenzie Gas Project. The initiative was announced as a part of Budget 2005 
for pipeline and increasing oil and gas development in the Northwest Territories (NWT). 


$1.8 million — Capital 


The increase in Capital is mainly due to: 
-  $2.0M in new funding for Implementation of the Canadian Environmental Protection Act (CEPA). 
-  $1.0M in new funding for Environmental indicators. 


These increases are offset by the following decrease:

The Long Term Capital Plan (LTCP) is a sub-set of the Department’s business plan and, as such, portrays Environment Canada’s 
capital investment on a business line and results basis. 


Environment Canada is a science-based department and a significant national science and technology (S&T) performer. 
Environment Canada’s mandate, under the Department of the Environment Act, covers preservation and enhancement of the 
quality of the natural environment, renewable resources, meteorology, enforcement of the rules of the Canada-U.S. International 
Joint Commission, and the coordination of federal environmental policies and programs. 


Being a science-based department, most of Environment Canada’s capital assets are focused on research and other science 
activities that produce a “public good” — providing knowledge in support of policy development, developing new methods to 
improve service delivery, and providing technological solutions to meet the Department’s mission. The Department operates 15 
research institutes and laboratories, has 49 National Wildlife Areas, and over 4,600 air, climate and water monitoring stations in 
all regions of the country (many of which are operated in partnership with provinces, Canada’s universities and international 
scientific agencies). 


There are 4 broad categories of capital assets, including: 


- Specialized facilities and land holdings to conduct environmental science research, develop technologies and protect 
critical wildlife areas. 

- Scientific equipment to conduct laboratory analyses and monitor the status and trends in the environment. 

- Information technology infrastructure and equipment to run scientific equipment and facilitate communications. 

- Fleet, including off-road vehicles, to transport personnel to study sites and allow needs for a speedy response to 
programs.

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Strategic Integration Activities 


Description 


Clear, consistent, and integrated departmental policy advice, coordinated interactions with 
partners and stakeholders and effective communication are important tools to help Environment 
Canada deliver on its mandate and commitments. 


Environment Canada is leading the development of federal strategies to integrate environmental 
sustainability into government-wide policy priorities in a concrete manner. As part of this work 
the Department is advancing a policy framework that recognizes the inextricable linkages 
between the environment, our economic competitiveness, and the health of Canadians.

Environmental Canada’s work to develop a unified departmental policy approach is organized 
into two program areas: 


- Integrated policy advice, communications and information strategies enable effective 
decision-making; and 

- Partnerships with other governments and partners are effectively managed in support of 
environmental priorities. 


Plans and Priorities 
Over the next three years, Environment Canada plans to focus on: 


- Achieving departmental coherence in delivering and communicating environmental 
policy and program outcomes. Work will include developing strategic plans for the 
Department’s science and technology; developing an international environment 
framework; developing a natural capital framework and a health framework, 
communicating environmental policy and program goals and outcomes to target 
audiences; conducting policy research and leading on the development of a federal 
sustainable development strategy; working interdepartmentally toward better-integrated 
federal science and technology; and advancing the competitiveness and environmental 
sustainability framework as a means to integrate, guide, and promote the federal 
government’s environmental agenda. 


- Improving how Environment Canada engages provincial and territorial governments, 
stakeholders, and citizens in policy development and sustainable actions. The 
Department plans to advance the development of a national approach through 
collaboration with provinces and territories to achieve results; develop a strategy and 
tools to systematically and consistently engage key stakeholders in policy development 
and environmental education; develop a sector table strategy; and effectively 
communicate the strategic environmental framework to Canadians. 


- Advancing a Canadian environmental sustainability indicators initiative as a first 
component of a broader state-of-the-environment indicator and information strategy and 
moving forward on national environmental objectives as core policy tools to guide long- 
term departmental priority-setting and specific policy deliverables. 
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- Delivering analytical and evidentiary support to demonstrate explicit linkages between 
the environment and the economy to allow for informed decision-making on 
environmental issues and the building of a policy-research-communications strategy to 
proactively communicate important environmental information to Canadians. 


Planning Context 


Integrated policy advice, communications, and information strategies enable 
effective decision-making 


A key priority is to improve the coordination of the existing but dispersed policy capacity of the 
Department in order to work more effectively and bring department-wide perspectives and 
scientific evidence to bear on all major policy work. Increased focus will be placed on policy 
research and economic analysis, and on strengthening the linkages between science and policy. 


Better coordination and strategic direction for Environment Canada’s education and engagement 
activities is also an important priority. Emphasis will be placed on particular target groups (such 
as consumers, small and medium sized enterprises, youth, educators, and communities) where 
greater return can be expected by understanding their needs and challenges, and working to 
address them. Key partners will be identified and approached, in particular those that are better 
positioned than Environment Canada to deliver education and engagement activities because 
they have deeper and broader reach. 


Environment Canada’s indicator related work is being repositioned to provide better management 
of environmental and environmentally-related data within the Department; enhanced comparability 
of the available data and the mechanisms by which that data is available; and data and information 
that is more relevant to departmental priorities and indicators that can be used to communicate 
environmental implications to citizens, policy-makers and decision-makers. The Department will 
continue to develop the partnerships, principles, and technologies required to integrate disparate 
environmental data and information in a consistent, credible, and timely manner. 


Relations with other governments and partners are effectively managed in support 
of environmental priorities 


Environment Canada doesn’t achieve environmental outcomes on its own. A more consistent 
approach within and amongst governments and collaborative partnerships with other 
governments will help the Department deliver more effectively on its mandate. This program 
area focuses on managing partnerships and working relationships with provincial and territorial 


governments, protecting and promoting Canada’s environmental interests internationally and 
engaging stakeholders. 


Environment Canada’s partnerships and consultations work is aimed at transforming our 
relationships with key stakeholders (including NGOs, business leaders, the financial community, 
academia, and the general public) and advancing constructive consultations and participation in 
Environment Canada priorities. This includes: having clear polices and guidelines to inform the 
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consultations Environment Canada does in developing programs and policies; providing 
logistical and analytic support to one of Environment Canada’s main consultative vehicles. 
Sector Sustainability Tables; and a new strategy on how we engage with a key partner in 
sustainability — Aboriginal Peoples. 


Many planned activities are new for Environment Canada and stem directly from the 
Department’s vision of helping Canada to build a globally competitive and sustainable economy. 
Realizing this vision means integrating environmental decision-making into all aspects of our 
economy. This level of integration will require all players to be more engaged in sustainable 
development policy development and implementation. The Department’s agenda commits the 
Government to improve its decision-making structures and give stakeholders a more coherent 
agenda around which to engage, thus reducing conflicting policy signals and burdensome 
demands on stakeholders time and resources. Effective partnerships and consultations provide 
critical vehicles for advancing departmental priorities, many of which are best achieved in close 
cooperation with external economic and societal players. 


The oversight and coordination of federal/provincial/territorial relations is key to supporting the 
implementation of Environment Canada’s agenda both on a national basis and on a regional or 
bilateral basis within a national context. Because provinces and territories share responsibility 
for environmental management with the federal government, their active engagement is essential 
to ensure the successful implementation of policy across Canada. Strong relationships and close 
communication with each province and territory are instrumental to working constructively and 
achieving common goals in an efficient manner. Work under this program is being repositioned 
to focus on the most important departmental priorities and to provide a more consistent 
departmental approach to intergovernmental affairs. 


Corporate Services and Corporate Management Activities 


Description 

Integrated and effective corporate services help Environment Canada deliver on its mandate. 
The Department is continuing to transform the way it does its business in order to be better 
positioned to play the central role it was given by Parliament to coordinate the policies and 
programs of the Government of Canada with respect to the preservation and enhancement of the 
quality of the natural environment. Environment Canada’s internal transformation agenda helps 
the Department deliver on its goal to protect the health of Canadians, preserve our natural 
environment and strengthen Canada’s long-term competitiveness. 


Environment Canada is putting significant effort into repositioning its enabling programs and 
services in order to better support results-based management and internal governance changes in 
a way that allows the Department to successfully address the environmental priorities of 
Canadians. This work is organized into two program areas: 


- High quality corporate services and advice enable the Department to meet its strategic 
objectives. 


- Strategic management support enables the Department to meet its objectives. 
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Plans and Priorities 
Over the next three years, Environment Canada plans to: 


1. Establish a viable foundation for its enabling programs and services, with a focus on high- 
risk areas in human resources, finance, administration, and IM/IT. Environment Canada 
continues to build management and staff capacity in human resources, finance, 
administration and IM/IT so that corporate functions can build internal capacity, 
appropriately assist other parts of the Department and implement strategies to address the 
immediate capacity concerns. This work is expected to include implementing strategies to 
address critical departmental risks including better recruitment and retention plans, training 
for enabling staff and departmental managers, and implementation of a one-department 
approach for the provision of core services. 


2. Ensure the delivery of essential financial, administrative, human resources, corporate 
management, and information management and information technology services to address 
mission critical, operational and key governance needs across Environment Canada. Work to 
support the greening of federal government operations and the government-wide Corporate 
Administrative Shared Services (CASS) initiative are also priorities. 


Planning Context 

The Department is continuing with its process of transformation that will enable it to fully plan, 
manage, and report by results. The transformation has involved the re-definition of the results 
structure (Program Activity Architecture), the establishment of new management structures and 
processes, and the re-structuring of the organization. 


These changes promote integrated management and decision-making in the context of a clearer view 
of results and strategic direction. Financial and human resources are clearly linked to results through 
a planning process that connects capacity to work. Performance information will support informed 
departmental decisions and transparent and balanced public reporting. 


Results in this area are aimed at transforming Environment Canada’s management framework in 
order to strengthen control and accountability, provide high quality service, support and systems 
related to governance and program delivery, and support key departmental and government-wide 
management initiatives. The Department’s corporate services activities are organized as follows: 


- Corporate management and planning support departmental progress on results; 

- Financial management frameworks are established and high quality financial services are 
provided; 

- Administration and assets management enable effective, efficient and accountable 
departmental activities; 

- Information and technology are managed as critical enabling assets; and 


- Human resources are managed effectively and strategically in support of departmental 
objectives. 
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Department-wide Services 


Planning 

Environment Canada has significantly revised and improved its overall approach to planning. 
The former decentralized approach has given way to a centralized “one-department” approach 
that aligns planning, priority-setting and resource allocation functions to the new Program 
Activity Architecture. The revised approach significantly enhances the overall transparency of 


proposed plans and priorities enabling senior executive direction, engagement, and strategic 
decision-making. 


The planning process incorporates corporate planning and decision-making and ensures that 
internal decision-making on priorities is aligned to annual reporting to Parliament through the 
Report on Plans and Priorities (RPP). Senior managers undertake business planning through 
results-based committees and teams. Managers at all levels from across the Department are 
engaged in the process to ensure consistent application of planning and reporting requirements. 
National management meetings are held to provide opportunities for managers to work through 
significant planning tasks on a collaborative basis. 


An important focus of the planning process is to fully integrate the financial planning, human 
resource planning, and business planning. The Department’s human resource capacity has been 
aligned along functional lines through the organizational structure to bring together communities 
of practice and build collective skills and expertise. The planning of work is done through a 
series of projects defined through the results structure. The planning process provides the means 
to connect the skills and expertise of people from across the Department with the work project 
where those skills are needed and can best be used. The allocation of financial resources to work 
projects according to priority completes the integration of the planning process. Management 
tools have been developed and are being deployed to facilitate the integrated process. These 
tools help identify skill needs and gaps at a working level for business planning. They also 
provide the means to identify longer-term skills development and recruitment needs and support 
the development of strategic human resource plans. The management tools also will provide for 
the planning and tracking of financial, HR, and results related information across the results 
management structure. 


Information Management and Information Technology (IM-IT) 

The IM-IT function in Environment Canada is presently in the midst of moving from a 
decentralized operational structure where associated resources were embedded in program areas 
to one in which the large majority of our IM-IT staff work under the direction of a Chief 
Information Officer (CIO). The objective in making this change is to provide more effective, 
efficient and equitable levels of IM-IT services to all areas of program delivery across the 
Department, and to develop the capacity needed to provide coherent, authoritative and trusted 
information systems needed to achieve Government and departmental objectives. 


Management efforts in this domain will be directed towards re-alignment of our IM-IT resources 


to ensure the best outcomes from existing and evolving technological capacities. They will also 
be highly focused on ensuring that Environment Canada’s data and information holdings can be 
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and are treated as critical departmental assets. This will involve providing leadership in 
Information Management through the development of an integrated IM plan for the Department, 
by developing and promoting policies and best practices for the management of information, and 
implementing and maintaining technologies to support the function. 


Another key area of focus will be ensuring that the informatics systems used in support of our 
mission critical and other service support requirements continue to operate without interruption. 
This will be particularly true for the systems used on a 24-7 basis in support of weather 
prediction, environmental emergency response, etc given their direct link to the safety and well- 
being of Canadians. A prime example of such a system is the Departmental supercomputer and 
related infrastructure used in the production of weather warnings and forecasts. 


IM-IT remains a key enabler of program delivery in all strategic outcome areas through the 
provision of email, processing data storage and network infrastructure and the development and 
maintenance of software tools to facilitate data and information collection, analysis and 
dissemination. 


Ongoing investment will be required to support the existing infrastructure as well as to respond 
to new work requirements and evolving technologies being introduced in the workplace. The 
ongoing development of a comprehensive IM-IT architecture will help in guiding these efforts as 
it will help in adopting and utilizing consistent policies, standards and technologies that are 
compliant with those in use in the Government of Canada. The architecture will be 
supplemented by other efforts to ensure the efficient and effective application of IM-IT in the 
Department. These efforts include a software management board along with new “greening” 
policies to promote the effective use and life cycle management of IT while reducing the 
potential negative environmental impacts associated with that use. Through these policies, we 
hope to establish Environment Canada as a leader in this area. 


Legal Services 

The Department of Justice is responsible for the legal affairs of the Government as a whole and 
for providing legal services to individual departments and agencies. Services provided by Justice 
Canada include providing legal advice, preparing legal documents, drafting legislation, 
regulating or conducting litigation, and overseeing the legal mechanisms used to achieve the 
overall objectives of the Government. 


Justice Canada provides legal services to Environment Canada primarily through Environment 
Canada’s Legal Services Unit (Environment Canada Legal Services). Justice Canada also 
provides services through its Environmental Drafting Services Section, the Federal Prosecution 
Services and other units located at Justice Headquarters and in the regions. 


High-quality legal advice enables Environment Canada to take decisions that are based on a 
thorough understanding of its legal authorities and relevant legal risks. Legal Services is 
committed to deliver results by ensuring that Environment Canada has access to appropriate 
levels of legal expertise; by identifying primary legal risks to the Department; and by making 
legal training available to Environment Canada officials where needs arise. 
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Like Environment Canada’s other corporate functions, Environment Canada Legal Services is 
moving towards a “one-department” model with the aim of providing effective and efficient 
legal support of departmental priorities and objectives. 


Audit and Evaluation 

Audits and evaluations are used to improve the effectiveness and efficiency of departmental 
policies, programs, and management. The November 2004 Report of Auditor General outlined 
the need to improve the quality of the internal audit function across Government and a new 
government-wide Policy on Internal Audit came into effect on April 1, 2006. The TBS 
Evaluation Policy requires departments to evaluate programs, policies and initiatives, to use a 
risk-based planning approach in identifying projects, to use structured and disciplined 
approaches in carrying out evaluations, and to ensure the four key evaluation issues are 
addressed (i.e., relevance, success, cost-effectiveness, and design and delivery). 


Audits and evaluations are particularly important in the context of the implementation of the new 
governance framework. To reflect a stronger commitment to the audit and evaluation functions 
across the federal government, internal audit and evaluation has been bolstered to ensure a 
comprehensive audit and evaluation program based on sound risk analysis of all departmental 
activities. To accomplish this, the Department is renewing and strengthening the capacity of the 
audit and evaluation function to ensure it is well-positioned to provide assurance and advice to 
senior management. 


Integrated Departmental Enforcement 

Environment Canada’s policy and program initiatives require credible backstops to compel 
compliance with the law where voluntary behaviour change encouraged through program 
incentives, education and compliance promotion is not occurring, or not meeting identified goals. 
A credible capacity to enforce regulations and legislation in a fair, predictable and consistent 
manner is required to protect Canadians and the environment, and ensure a level playing field for 
those subject to regulation. 


Enforcement activity is aligned with Environment Canada Program Activities of “Biodiversity is 
Conserved and Protected” and “Risks Posed by Pollutants or Other Harmful or Dangerous 
Substances in the Environment are Reduced.” 


An immediate priority is to continue with the integration of two previously distinct enforcement 
programs while ensuring that enforcement activities continue to be delivered to the highest 
standards. In the medium term, progress will be made towards the establishment of a more 
effective and efficient environment and wildlife protection law enforcement function in 
fulfillment of statutory requirements under the Acts administered by the Department.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I — The Government Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part III — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules J, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified i in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year. 


The Estimates, along with the Minister of Finance’s Budget, reflect the government’s annual budget planning and resource 
priorities. In combination with the subsequent reporting of financial results in the Public Accounts and of accomplishments 
achieved in Departmental Performance Reports, this material helps Parliament hold the government to account for 

the allocation and management of public funds. 
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SECTION I- OVERVIEW 


1.1 Director’s Message 


FINTRAC has been operational for close to five years, and I am happy to report that in this short 
time the Centre has established itself as a key player in the domestic and international fight against 
money laundering and terrorist activity financing. 


In 2004-05, we made 142 case disclosures of suspected money laundering or terrorist activity 
financing and other threats to the security of Canada. The aggregate value of the financial 
transactions included in those disclosures reached $2.1 billion — close to three times the value of 
transactions disclosed the previous year. This financial intelligence was delivered to law 
enforcement agencies across Canada, and to CSIS, to assist them in their investigative efforts. A 
number of cases are now moving to the prosecution stage, as long, complex investigations are 
coming to fruition and the results are expected to be brought to court. 


We know that we are making a difference. Through the efforts of FINTRAC, law enforcement 
agencies across the country, financial reporting entities, national and provincial regulators and 
associations, Canada has put in place a deterrence and detection regime that makes it much harder 
to launder money in Canada. 


During 2006-07, FINTRAC will continue to focus on the delivery of high-quality financial 
intelligence. This is our contribution to the fight against money laundering and terrorist financing. 


Notwithstanding our accomplishments to date, we are aware that more can and needs to be done. 
We are committed to continuing to improve our capability and our output. We are continuing to 
develop and enhance our analytic skills and we are refining and streamlining our business 
processes. A key element in this initiative is to continue to take advantage of leading edge 
technology. We will develop and implement new information systems to strengthen our analytic 
capability to allow us to see farther and more clearly into the data we hold. This will permit us to 
conduct much more sophisticated and complex analysis and, ultimately, to provide more and better 
intelligence to law enforcement agencies and to CSIS. 


Our efforts are in large measure supported by the conscientious reporting from the thousands of 
financial businesses and individuals who are subject to the requirements of the Proceeds of Crime 
(Money Laundering) and Terrorist Financing Act (PCMLTFA). FINTRAC has from the outset 
developed positive, constructive relationships with these entities, and their associations. Their 
positive efforts have made a very strong contribution to the success of our initiative. In the period 
ahead, FINTRAC will continue to enhance and expand its risk-based compliance program in an 
effort to maximize the quality and quantity of reporting we receive and to ensure that reporting 
entities are meeting their record-keeping and reporting obligations as set out in our legislation. 


Finally, money laundering and terrorist financing are global problems and no country can address 
them in isolation. International co-operation and information exchange are important elements in 
any country’s success in this field. FINTRAC continues to expand its global information reach 
through the implementation of a network of information exchange agreements, making it possible 
to obtain information from a number of like agencies in other countries. We also participate in, and 
support the work of, a number of international bodies dedicated to these matters, such as the 
Financial Action Task Force and the Egmont Group of Financial Intelligence Units. These efforts 
not only strengthen our own capabilities, but also help to enhance the global capacity in this 
domain.

1.3 Raison d’étre 
Overview 


The Financial Transactions and Reports Analysis Centre of Canada (FINTRAC) is a partner in 
Canada’s anti-money laundering and anti-terrorist activity financing initiative. The Centre’s main 
objective is to assist in the detection, prevention and deterrence of money laundering and terrorist 
activity financing in Canada and abroad. 


FINTRAC’s work focuses on three key activities: the first is to receive financial transaction 
reports and information from other sources to produce financial intelligence on suspected cases of 
money laundering, terrorist activity financing or threats to the security of Canada. The second is 
to ensure compliance with FINTRAC’s governing legislation - the Proceeds of Crime (Money 
Laundering) and Terrorist Financing Act (PCMLTFA) - by those financial institutions and 
businesses required to do so. The third is to produce financial intelligence that sheds light on the 
patterns and trends that characterize the evolving methods used by money laundering and terrorist 
activity financing networks. 


Mission 


FINTRAC’s mission is to provide law enforcement and intelligence agencies with financial 
intelligence on money laundering, terrorist activity financing and threats to the security of Canada, 
while ensuring that personal information under its control is protected. 


Activities 


FINTRAC’s mandate and activities are prescribed by legislation. It is an independent agency, 
operating at arm’s length from the police and the agencies to which it provides financial 
intelligence. 


FINTRAC’s mandate is to: 


e Receive reports on suspicious and prescribed financial transactions, and receive and collect 
other information relevant to money laundering and terrorist activity financing; 


e Receive reports on the cross-border movement of large amounts of currency or monetary 
instruments; 


e Analyze and assess the information it receives; 


e Provide domestic law enforcement with financial intelligence that it suspects would be 
relevant to the investigation or prosecution of money laundering and terrorist activity 
financing offences; 


e Provide the same information to the Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) if the Centre also 
determines that the information is relevant to an offence of evading or attempting to evade 
paying federal taxes, and to the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) if the Centre 
determines that the intelligence is also relevant to an offence of evading or attempting to 
evade duties or certain provisions of the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act; 


e Provide CSIS with financial intelligence that it suspects would be relevant to threats to the 
security of Canada (including suspected terrorist activity financing);

e Provide financial intelligence to foreign financial intelligence units with which it has 


concluded a memorandum of understanding providing for the exchange of such 
information; 


e Ensure compliance by financial institutions and other reporting entities with their 
obligations under the Act and regulations; 


e Ensure that personal information under its control is protected from unauthorized 
disclosure; 


e Provide strategic intelligence, advice and analysis that enhance awareness and 
understanding of money laundering and terrorist activity financing, and that inform the 
development of effective Canadian and multilateral counter-strategies; 


e Enhance public awareness and understanding of matters related to money laundering and 
terrorist activity financing; and, 


e Assist in fulfilling Canada’s international commitments to participate in the fight against 
transnational crime, particularly money laundering and terrorist financing. 


1.4 Summary Information 


Benefits for Canadians 


FINTRAC is an essential component of the community of organizations and functions that combat 
organized crime and terrorism under Canada's Anti-Money Laundering and Anti-Terrorist Financing 
(AML/ATF) regime. The Centre’s role as Canada’s financial intelligence unit (FIU) is to safeguard 
Canada’s financial system by contributing to the creation of a more hostile environment for money 
laundering and terrorist activity financing in Canada; support the public safety and national security of 
Canadians; and safeguard personal privacy. 


FINTRAC facilitates the investigation and prosecution of money laundering, terrorist activity financing 
and threats to the security of Canada by receiving information on financial transactions, analysing it, and 
disclosing the resulting financial intelligence to the appropriate law enforcement agency or to the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service (CSIS). 


By ensuring compliance by financial institutions and other reporting entities with their obligations under 
the PCMLTFA, the Centre helps to create a formidable deterrent to those who would use legitimate 
financial channels to launder money or to finance terrorism. In Canada, banks and other financial services 
businesses maintain internal compliance regimes that ensure that the trail of financial transactions can be 
followed, and that law enforcement agencies can effectively pursue cases of suspected money laundering 
and terrorist activity financing, thereby strengthening Canada’s capacity to detect and deter the proceeds 


of crime. 


Money laundering and terrorist activity financing are transnational in nature, necessitating the 
participation of all countries for their successful detection and deterrence. FINTRAC’s work with 
international bodies such as the Financial Action Task Force (FATF) and the Egmont Group make a 
strong contribution on Canada’s behalf, to the setting of new international anti-money laundering 
standards. The operational links the Centre has forged with other financial intelligence units throughout 
the world are a vital part of Canada’s contribution to the international fight against terrorism, money 


laundering and organized crime.

To realize the above priorities, the Centre will devote significant attention and resources to 
develop and implement next generation IT systems and participate in parliamentary and legislative 
reviews. 


1.5 Operating Environment 


Since its inception, FINTRAC’s operating environment has been shaped by domestic and 
international considerations. At present, the Centre’s operating context is evolving as a result of 
the Five Year Parliamentary Review of the Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) and Terrorist 
Financing Act (PCMLTFA) and in light of recently updated international standards to strengthen 
domestic anti-money laundering (AML)/anti-terrorist financing (ATF) regimes. 


As a member of the Financial Action Task Force or FATF (instituted in 1989 by a G7 Summit), 
Canada has committed to revise its AML/ATF framework based on these standards. Many of the 
proposed amendments spring from the FATF’s revised Forty Recommendations and Nine Special 
Recommendations, and will impact FINTRAC’s operations. These amendments may include the 
implementation of a registration scheme for money service businesses, the enhancement of client 
due diligence measures, and the inclusion of new reporting sectors. 


FINTRAC, as well as other partners in Canada’s AML/ATF regime, are participating in the 
mandated Five Year Parliamentary Review of the PCMLTFA in 2006. Along with these two 
interrelated processes, the Centre is addressing certain recommendations outlined in the 2004 
Report of the Auditor General of Canada and the Treasury Board’s mandated evaluation. 


In addition to the above, the operating environment for planning FINTRAC’s work and for setting 
its priorities is shaped by the following considerations: 
e Upgrading FINTRAC’s information technology; 
e Enhancing FINTRAC’s contributions to investigations; 
e Furthering FINTRAC’s compliance program; 
e Strengthening FINTRAC’s domestic relationships; 
Supporting the global fight against money laundering and terrorist financing; 
e Maintaining the highest standards of privacy protection over the information collected by 
the Centre; and 
e Managing budgetary realities and projections. 


Reinvestment in Technology 


The practitioners of money laundering and terrorist activity financing are skilled at developing 
new methods and finding new venues. To stay abreast of these complex and shifting practices, it is 
essential that FINTRAC have sufficient technological expertise to rapidly process, manipulate and 
mine substantial volumes of data. 


Information technology is crucial to the Centre’s operations in four key areas: the receipt and 
processing of financial transaction reports, the provision of high quality financial intelligence 
products, the production of insightful strategic intelligence, and the protection of personal 
information. 


FINTRAC's continued success in fulfilling its mandate depends upon its ability to build and 
maintain technologically advanced information systems. In line with the Budget 2006 
announcement, FINTRAC is undertaking a significant renewal of its physical IT infrastructure. 
This renewal of FINTRAC’s critical IT assets is fundamental to the Centre’s long-term success. 


In 2005-06, FINTRAC began a major project to develop a new generation of systems to upgrade 
its data management and analysis. Implementation of these tools has begun and will be completed 
over the planning period. These improvements in information technology will strengthen the 
Centre’s analytical capacity, assist in providing more timely and relevant feedback to reporting 
entities, and enrich its financial intelligence product. 


It is also critical that FINTRAC develop and implement plans to support the Centre’s ability to 
maintain and resume IT and other critical business functions after a disruption of operations. To 
this end, FINTRAC is moving forward with the implementation of a business continuity plan to 
allow FINTRAC to maintain and resume business in the event of an incident affecting 
FINTRAC’S operations in Ottawa. 


Enhancing FINTRAC’s Contribution to Investigations 


FINTRAC is a partner to a number of initiatives that combat organized crime and terrorism under 
Canada’s AML/ATF regime and the Public Security and Anti-Terrorism (PSAT) Initiative. As 
prescribed in the PCMLTFA, the Centre provides financial intelligence based on suspected links 
between the movement of money and crime to facilitate police in carrying out their investigations 
and prosecutions. In addition, FINTRAC provides financial transaction information that it 
suspects would be relevant to threats to the security of Canada to the Canadian Security and 
Intelligence Service (CSIS). When it has provided information to police relating to suspected 
money laundering or terrorist activity financing, FINTRAC must also provide the information to 
the Canada Revenue Agency (CRA) when it also determines that the information is relevant to an 
offence of evading paying federal taxes, and to the Canada Border Services Agency (CBSA) when 
it also determines that the information is relevant to an offence of evading duties or is relevant to 
determining whether someone is within a class of persons described in specific sections of the 
Immigration and Refugee Protection Act or relevant to specific offences under the same Act. 


Money laundering and terrorist activity financing cases can be extremely complex and often time 
and resource intensive. As FINTRAC’s relationships with disclosure recipients have grown, the 
Centre has seen a significant increase in the demand for its tactical and strategic intelligence. 
FINTRAC employs sophisticated information technology and human analytical capacity to sift 
through vast amounts of data to uncover intelligence of direct interest to law enforcement and 
CSIS. As such, FINTRAC’s intelligence product adds significant value to investigations and can 
free up the recipient’s resources to conduct front line investigations. 


Combating money laundering and terrorist activity financing requires the coordinated action of 
several parties. FINTRAC disclosures are playing an important role in prominent cases that are 
now reaching the stage of prosecution. Through the efforts of FINTRAC, law enforcement, 
financial reporting entities, national and provincial regulators and associations, Canada now has a 
detection and deterrence regime that makes it harder to launder money or to finance terrorism 


activities. 
Strengthening FINTRAC’s Domestic Relationships 


An important aspect of FINTRAC’s role involves outreach to law enforcement and national | 
security communities to ensure that they are aware of the role financial intelligence can play in 
their investigations and prosecutions and to ensure that the Centre 1s sensitive to their specific 
needs. The growing appreciation for the Centre’s financial intelligence product testifies to the 
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success of its relationship building efforts and to the value its case disclosures bring to 
investigations and prosecutions. 


The Centre also maintains strong operational and policy linkages with federal partners such as the 
Department of Finance (which has the policy lead for the national initiative), as well as others 
including the Department of Justice and the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade. 


Over the past year, FINTRAC has supported the Department of Finance on its Consultation paper 
Enhancing Canada’s Anti-Money Laundering and Anti-Terrorist Financing Regime, which aims 
to strengthen Canada’s AML and ATF framework. This paper was designed to meet several key 
domestic and international requirements, including: 


- the need to meet Canada’s international obligations as a member of the FATF under its 
revised Forty Recommendations and Nine Special Recommendations to combat money 
laundering and terrorist financing; 


- the need to address the recommendations of the Auditor General of Canada, as expressed 
in the 2004 Report of the Auditor General of Canada, and the recommendations of the 
Treasury Board-mandated evaluation conducted by Ekos Research Associates; 


- the need to address various stakeholder concerns, particularly those of law enforcement 
and intelligence agencies; and 


- the need to review Canada’s AML and ATF framework in preparation for the legislative 
review of the PCMLTFA. 


The Centre will continue to work closely with the Department of Finance and other initiative 
partners to develop proposed legislative and regulatory amendments. 


Another important contribution to this initiative is FINTRAC’s growing expertise in providing an 
informed strategic perspective on the nature of money laundering and terrorist financing in Canada 
and around the world. Such macro-level information assists in the understanding of the ever- 
changing patterns and trends related to the movements of criminal money and is valuable input 
into policy and operational decision-making by domestic agencies. 


Furthering FINTRAC’s Compliance Program 


The production of timely, high quality financial intelligence is dependent on reporting entities 
fulfilling their obligations to report and ensuring the reported data is of a high quality. In Canada, 
there are over 300,000 entities and individuals that would, depending on the transactions 
conducted, potentially be covered by reporting, client identification and record-keeping obligations 
in the PCMLTFA. These include banks, credit unions, caisses populaires, life insurance 
companies, real estate agents and brokers, securities dealers, accountants, casinos, foreign 
exchange dealers, money services businesses and trust and loan companies. Through the 
implementation of effective compliance regimes, reporting entities have helped protect the 
integrity of Canada’s financial system and reduce its vulnerability to money laundering and 
terrorist activity financing. 


FINTRAC has devoted time and resources to developing a compliance program that assists these 
sectors to comply with their obligations under the PCMLTFA. The Centre has achieved significant 
success by emphasizing a cooperative relationship with reporting entities, through outreach and 
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awareness. To further assist reporting entities to achieve greater understanding of their obligations, 
FINTRAC is developing interpretation notices that will provide full and consistent explanations to 
queries about regulatory issues. Given the number of reporting entities that are subject to the Act, 
FINTRAC has adopted a risk-based approach to compliance to maximize the effectiveness of its 
compliance program. Outreach and examination activities are focused on the sectors and reporting 
entities with the highest risk of non-compliance. FINTRAC has also entered into 16 information- 
sharing agreements with federal and provincial regulators to reduce the regulatory burden on 
reporting entities. With the assistance of these regulatory partners, the Centre is currently 
conducting examinations in all reporting entity sectors using a variety of methods. Cases where 
reporting entities are found to be wilfully non-compliant are being disclosed by FINTRAC to the 
appropriate law enforcement agency for investigation. Since the production of high quality 
intelligence depends on the receipt of accurate data, FINTRAC, through the advances it is 
pursuing in information technology, will improve its capacity to monitor reported data and to 
detect problems with data quality. 


A primary challenge for FINTRAC's compliance efforts lies in the unregulated sector, i.e: money 
services businesses and foreign exchange dealers. Currently, many of these businesses are neither 
licensed nor regulated. The new FATF Recommendations, adopted in 2003, require that such 
businesses be registered or licensed to assist members in their compliance functions. Amendments 
being proposed by the Department of Finance to address this gap in Canada's AML/ATF regime 
would require FINTRAC to act as a registrar. 


Supporting the Global Fight Against Money Laundering and Terrorist Financing 


Because of the rapid expansion and global nature of the financial sector, it is now easier for funds 
to move through many jurisdictions. FINTRAC’s work to expand and strengthen its network of 
relationships with other countries and international organizations is an important part of Canada’s 
effort to fight money laundering and terrorist activity financing. 


The Centre is a member of the Egmont Group of Financial Intelligence Units (FIUs), an 
international association of 101 FIUs that provides a forum for inter-FIU operational cooperation 
and communication. FINTRAC’s Director is the Vice-Chair of the Egmont Committee and Chair 
of the Information Technology Working Group. The Centre also participates actively in other 
groups such as training, outreach and typologies. During the summer of 2006, Egmont took steps 
to create a more formal and sustainable structure to support its work and Canada (Toronto) has 
been selected to be the home of its permanent Secretariat. While its ongoing operations will be 
funded by members, the Government of Canada will provide financial assistance to facilitate its 
start-up and establishment in Canada. This ongoing participation in, and support of, the Egmont 
Group will help to ensure that it continues to be a valuable contributor to global AML/ATF efforts. 


As a member of the FATF, Canada is scheduled to undergo a Mutual Evaluation in Spring 2007 to 
assess the effectiveness of our anti-money laundering and anti-terrorist financing regime and 
highlight areas where further progress may be needed. The Department of Finance is the lead in 
coordinating Canada's Mutual Evaluation and FINTRAC is actively engaged in the process. Over 
the planning period, FINTRAC will provide input into Canada’s Mutual Evaluation Questionnaire, 
a key instrument to guide the assessment, and will also assist with the preparations for the onsite 


visit by the FATF assessors. 


As of July 2006, FINTRAC, with the approval of the Minister of Finance, had concluded 39 
memoranda of understanding (MOU) that permit information sharing with foreign FIUs. These 
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agreements enhance the Centre’s contribution to the global AML\ATF fight by allowing 
FINTRAC to provide designated information on suspected criminal money movements. 


FINTRAC is perceived as a leader within the FIU community and frequently receives requests for 
technical assistance from international partners to support the development and modernization of 
new and existing FIUs. This assistance will continue to be provided, subject to the Centre’s 
capacity and resources. 


Maintaining High Standards of Security and Privacy Protection 


FINTRAC is strongly committed to the protection of privacy and the personal information in its 
possession. Maintaining and upgrading infrastructure, processes and awareness to protect the 
privacy and security of information held by the Centre is integral to FINTRAC's operations. A 
robust, integrated security program is in place, both in Ottawa and in FINTRAC’s three regional 
offices. FINTRAC is required to expend considerable resources in the ongoing application of 
numerous protective measures, including software, controlled access to all facilities, measures to 
detect and monitor system use as well as up-to-date and exercised business continuity plans. This 
is complemented by an active security/privacy awareness program that informs and reminds 
employees of their obligations. 


Budgetary Realities and Projections 


Many of these future challenges and proposed changes could substantially affect FINTRAC’s 
operations and, hence, its resource requirements. In response, FINTRAC is undertaking budgetary 
planning that would address existing operational pressures and accommodate possible legislative 
amendments and associated operational changes in line with the Budget 2006 announcement. 
Expenditure of incremental resources may be delayed as legislation and policy authorities are 
required prior to the implementation of operational changes. 
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1.6 Revised Organizational Structure 


FINTRAC is at the forefront of Canada’s fight against money laundering and the financing of 
terrorism both in Canada and globally. To meet the needs and priorities of the period ahead and, 


to support the growing complexity and maturation of some of the Centre’s functions, FINTRAC 
revised its organizational structure in the fall of 2005. 


The objectives of the reorganization are to enhance FINTRAC’s effectiveness and efficiency in 
delivering on its mandate by: 


e Consolidating and rationalizing the operational elements of FINTRAC in one sector, 
strengthening the Centre’s analytic and compliance functions; 

e Integrating the “corporate” and “coordination” functions in a single sector, strengthening 
the planning capacity and bringing a sharper focus to the management of relationships with 
governmental and non-governmental partners and stakeholders; and, 

e Streamlining the most senior levels of management. 


Further detail on FINTRAC’s organizational structure and its alignment with the Centre’s Program 
Activity Architecture can be found in section 3.1 Organizational Information. 


1.7 Agency Plans and Priorities 


This section provides details on FINTRAC’s plans and priorities. It provides information on how 
the Centre will implement its plans to achieve the priorities for the planning period. Also included 
is an approximation of the resources allocated to the achievement of each of the Centre’s three 
priorities. 


For 2006-07, FINTRAC’s three main priorities remain unchanged as they continue to reflect and 
address the Centre’s most significant commitments and challenges. 


Priority #1 - Deliver timely and high quality financial intelligence to law enforcement, CSIS, 
and foreign financial intelligence units. 


Anticipated Result: 


Financial intelligence analysis, and case disclosures that are widely accepted and used in 
investigations by law enforcement, CSIS and foreign financial intelligence units. 


Resources (§ millions): — 2006/07 - $30.4 2007/08 - $30.4 2008/09 - $29.4 


The production and disclosure of timely and relevant financial intelligence is central to the 
achievement of the Centre’s strategic outcome. It is of the utmost importance that tactical 
intelligence produced by the Centre enhances the capacity of law enforcement, CSIS and foreign 
financial intelligence units to detect and deter money laundering, terrorist activity financing and 


other threats to the security of Canada. 


The production of financial intelligence begins with the receipt of prescribed reports from 
reporting entities as well as the collection of other relevant information. This information is then 
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analyzed and, where it is determined that there are reasonable grounds to suspect that the 
intelligence would be relevant to the investigation or prosecution of a money laundering or 
terrorist activity financing offence, or a threat to the security of Canada, it is disclosed to an 
appropriate law enforcement body or CSIS. In accordance with its legislation, FINTRAC 
endeavours to ensure that the disclosures are responsive to the needs of law enforcement and CSIS 
in their investigative efforts both within Canada and abroad. 


Strengthening FINTRAC’s capacity to consistently deliver high quality and timely case 
disclosures and financial intelligence is a priority for the Centre. To achieve this priority the 
Centre actively continues to: increase its analytical capacity through the use of technology; 
enhance information sources as specified under the Act; and, to develop the knowledge and 
expertise of its analysts, thereby increasing the breadth and depth of its case disclosures. 


Financial Intelligence Analysis 


To continue to build the knowledge and expertise of FINTRAC’s tactical analysis, the Centre will 
utilize more in-depth data mining techniques and the latest typologies in money laundering and 
terrorist activity financing in Canada. Emphasis will be placed on the production of case 
disclosures that demonstrate an increasing breadth and depth of analysis, and are seen as being 
valuable by disclosure recipients in supporting their investigations. 


Technology Driven Collection, Analytics and Case Management 


Obtaining and creating leading edge information technology is critical to uncovering suspect 
money trails within FINTRAC’s analytical database. As part of the Centre’s commitment to 
finding the best technological tools to enhance the detection of patterns of suspected transactions 
among the millions of data elements, FINTRAC will continue to develop and implement a 
comprehensive suite of IT analytical applications. In 2006-07, this will be focused primarily on 
enhancing the quantity and quality of the information FINTRAC receives from reporting entities 
to support an increased breadth and depth of analysis. 


Domestic and International Relationships and Communications 


FINTRAC’s relationships with Canadian law enforcement and CSIS will continue to be critical to 
delivering timely and high-quality financial intelligence. Over the planning period the Centre will 
persist in seeking opportunities to work with partner agencies to raise and maintain awareness 
about its mandate and the value of its financial intelligence product, and to seek input on ways to 
continue to improve that core product. 


FINTRAC receives voluntary information from various sources, including law enforcement 
agencies and CSIS, that it may include in its database for analysis. Voluntary information is an 
important source of intelligence for FINTRAC that can support analysis that leads to more timely 
and relevant disclosures. FINTRAC successes in the use of voluntary information to provide 
timely and relevant disclosures in turn strengthen awareness of the Centre’s products in the law 
enforcement community. 


To further enhance the information sources available for analysis, FINTRAC will continue to work 


with other federal partners and law enforcement agencies to identify databases that are maintained 
for law enforcement purposes, and, where permitted by legislation, negotiate access to them. 
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Money laundering and terrorist activity financing are international in character. To combat them, 
the Centre will continue to strengthen ties and increase opportunities for the exchange of 


information with international partner agencies by continuing to negotiate new agreements for 
information exchange. 


Finally, the changes proposed by the Department of Finance’s June 2005 Consultation Paper will 
have a significant impact on FINTRAC’s compliance program and on reporting entities. The 
Compliance Unit will continue to work with the Department of Finance and industry associations 
to identify the potential challenges that exist for reporting entities with regards to the 
implementation of these proposed measures. 


Priority # 2 - Ensure compliance with the PCMLTFA. 


Anticipated Result: 


Increased compliance with the law by reporting entities through more robust detection and 
deterrence of non-compliance. This will be accomplished through a risk based compliance 
program comprised of awareness activities, the monitoring of data quality, compliance 
questionnaires, examinations, and by taking appropriate remedial action when non- 
compliance 1s detected. 


Resources (§$ millions): — 2006/07 - $14.5 2007/08 - $14.6 2008/09 - $14.1 


The quality of FINTRAC’s financial intelligence is directly related to the quality and quantity of 
reports the Centre receives from reporting entities. As part of FINTRAC’s Collection, Analysis 
and Dissemination of Financial Information program activity, the Centre’s compliance program 
seeks to promote and facilitate compliance with the law by reporting entities and to detect and 
deter non-compliance. This not only has the effect of improving the quality and quantity of reports 
received by FINTRAC, but it also has a strong deterrent effect, as it makes it more difficult for 
those who would launder money or seek to raise funds for terrorist activity to carry out their illicit 
activities unnoticed and in anonymity. Ensuring compliance also means that records relating to 
clients and transactions will be available to support investigations by law enforcement. 


Compliance 


A cooperative approach remains the cornerstone to FINTRAC’s compliance program. Building on 
the relationships and awareness established within all reporting entity sectors, FINTRAC 
compliance activities will be more targeted and focused as reporting entities now have a better 
understanding of their obligations under the Act. Targeted outreach will be conducted to promote 
awareness among high-risk reporting entities. FINTRAC Interpretation Notices have been, and are 
being, developed to ensure that reporting entities have a consistent understanding of the 
interpretation that is given to regulatory issues. 


Recognizing that the quality of data received from reporting entities is directly linked to the 
quality of FINTRAC’s analysis, the compliance program will be enhancing its data quality 
monitoring capacity. This enhanced capacity will facilitate the early detection of data quality 
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issues and allow for increased feedback to reporting entities on their reporting activities. Reports 
will be monitored for quality with a view to detecting and reducing reporting errors. A robust risk 
assessment process will continue to identify high-risk sectors and reporting entities, and tailor 
appropriate compliance responses. The use of compliance questionnaires has been expanded to 
broaden FINTRAC’s reach in assessing compliance and targeting further compliance activities. 


Historically, much of the operational focus of the compliance program has been on promoting 
awareness and providing assistance to reporting entities in meeting their obligations under the 


PCMLTFA. More recently, that focus has shifted 
as FINTRAC has begun to invest more of its 
compliance resources into examinations, and the 
implementation of a comprehensive risk-based 
compliance program. The examinations are 
selected using a risk-based approach focusing 
activities on those reporting entities at highest 
risk of non-compliance. Using a variety of 
techniques, FINTRAC has conducted 
examinations in all reporting entity sectors and 
will continue to do so. These techniques include: 
compliance questionnaires, desk audits, on-site 
examinations and examinations through 
partnerships with key national and provincial 
regulators. 


Efficiencies in conducting examinations and 
ensuring compliance will be sought through 
continued implementation of existing 
information sharing agreements and the 
negotiation of additional information sharing 
agreements with industry regulators. These 
agreements will reduce the number of 
compliance examinations while taking advantage 
of the expertise held by regulators in their 
respective sectors. 


FINTRAC’s compliance examinations have 
demonstrated that the vast majority of reporting 
entities want to, and do in fact, comply with their 
legislative obligations. To date, it has been 
necessary to disclose seven cases of non- 
compliance to law enforcement for investigation 
and prosecution. In some cases, this has resulted 
in the laying of charges.

In 2006-2007, the Centre will continue to enhance the quantity and quality of the information it 
receives from reporting entities. This will include refining requirements for systems tools that 
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support key compliance functions and ensuring improved risk management and greater 
administrative efficiency. 


Domestic and International Relationships and Communications 


To foster reporting entities’ compliance with the PCMLTFA, the Centre will undertake outreach 
activities that seek to raise awareness of FINTRAC’s mandate and programs with senior 


representatives of reporting entities, help to meet their needs and mitigate concerns with proposed 
reporting mechanism changes. 


Priority # 3 - Disseminate strategic information on money laundering and terrorist activity 
financing to partners, stakeholders, and the general public. 


Anticipated Result: 


Provide strategic intelligence, advice and analysis that enhance awareness and 
understanding of money laundering and terrorist activity financing and inform the 
development of effective Canadian and multilateral counter-strategies.

Using the Centre’s rich database of financial transactions and other information, FINTRAC is 
capable of yielding valuable insights into general patterns, trends and typologies related to money 
laundering and terrorist activity financing. The analysis of aggregated transaction reports and case 
disclosures identifies patterns and trends in the methods used by criminal and terrorist networks to 
launder and acquire funds, combined with input and expertise from its key partners, stakeholders 
and other external sources of information, enhances the Centre’s ability to detect, identify, and in 
the longer term, anticipate emerging financial and technological methods that might be used in 
money laundering and terrorist activity financing. 


The Centre undertakes strategic analysis to identify patterns and typologies that characterize 
criminal and/or terrorist financing activities. The Centre, through analysis of its disclosures and 
associated reports on suspected crimes such as drug trafficking and fraud, can produce intelligence 
on these patterns and characteristics. These insights are shared with our federal partners, the 
reporting entity sectors and law enforcement, helping to support their work. Based on its research 
and analysis, and on consultations with its partners and stakeholders, the Centre will continue to 
produce strategic analysis to provide a unique and informed perspective on the nature of money 
laundering and terrorist activity financing occurring in Canada. 


Technology Driven Collection, Analytics and Case Management 


In 2006-2007, FINTRAC will continue development of a unified intelligence store that will house 
and structure key strategic information received or produced by the Centre. This will replace a 
number of data stores currently in use providing increased analytical efficiencies. 
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Domestic and International Relationships and Communications 


Ultimately, it is through the combination of tactical case disclosures and the sharing of insights 
and expertise, derived from FINTRAC’s unique mandate and perspective, that FINTRAC can 
make a significant contribution to the fight against money laundering and terrorist activity 
financing and to the protection of Canada’s security. 


Internationally, the Centre is viewed by many of its peers as a leader in many aspects of its 
operations. As such it often receives requests to provide international technical assistance. 
FINTRAC will continue to provide assistance to other FIUs, based on the Centre’s capacity and a 
strategic assessment of where its contribution can bring maximum benefits. 


FINTRAC has a mandate to enhance public awareness and understanding of matters related to 
money laundering and terrorist activity financing most specifically with reporting entities subject 
to the Act. A public that is knowledgeable, alert, and aware of money laundering and terrorist 
activity financing is, in itself, a deterrent. To facilitate the dissemination of strategic information 
targeted to specific audiences, the Centre will continue to work to identify and communicate with 
stakeholder audiences.

In support of FINTRAC’s priorities, the Centre undertakes a number of ongoing management 
initiatives to strengthen organizational effectiveness, consistent with Treasury Board policies and 
the Management Accountability Framework. In 2006-07 these will include: 


e The integration of human resources planning with business planning as the next phase of 
development for the Centre’s planning, budgeting, and performance management 
framework. During the planning period, FINTRAC will complete its first employee 
engagement exercise and execute a human resource plan in accordance with the Centre’s 
operational outlook. This will establish baseline information to allow for continued 
effective human resources planning. 


e The ongoing maintenance and exercising of business continuity plans (BCP) as part of the 
BCP Program. The Centre will also be undertaking the development of an IT disaster 
recovery plan that will address the technical and procedural requirements to reinstate our IT 
systems impacted by an unplanned outage. 


In addition, FINTRAC will continue to build on its commitment to being an exemplary employer 
and sustaining an effective, high performing and healthy work climate. In this regard, 
FINTRAC’s Code of Conduct, and related awareness training in values and ethics, will continue 
to be a cornerstone of the Centre’s operations. 


Another very important foundation for FINTRAC as an organization is its commitment to the 
protection of personal information. Over the past year, the Centre has implemented Privacy 
Impact Assessments, conducted an internal audit of its measures designed to protect personal 
information and instituted privacy awareness sessions. In 2006-07, FINTRAC will continue to 
maintain a robust and effective security program, including a full suite of policies and procedures 
to protect privacy, and prevent the unauthorized disclosure of information. 


As part of FFINTRAC’s comprehensive integrated information management framework, the 
Centre will be refining and implementing policies and solutions related to the archiving of its 
information holdings. These processes will ensure that FINTRAC’s information holdings comply 
with all legislative requirements for the retention and disposition of documents. 


FINTRAC also seeks to excel in the provision of administrative services including 
accommodations, procurement, asset management, mail services, information management and 
translation services. The Centre requires special security enhancements in the facilities it 
occupies. It pays all costs for the office space and facilities that it uses, and seeks to provide an 
affordable and productive work environment. In 2006-07, FINTRAC will continue 
implementation of its integrated facilities plan to ensure that the Centre’s facilities meet security 
and employee requirements and contribute to organizational effectiveness.

3.1 Organizational Information 


FINTRAC is established as an independent agency, reporting to Parliament through the Minister 
of Finance, who is responsible for the Proceeds of Crime (Money Laundering) and Terrorist 
Financing Act (PCMLTFA) and its accompanying regulations. The organization is funded 
through appropriations. The Centre is headquartered in Ottawa and has small regional offices in 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver. 


The Director, appointed by the Governor-in-Council, is the Chief Executive Officer of the 
Centre and has all the powers of a deputy head of a department. The Centre has separate 
employer status. The Director is required to report to the Minister of Finance from time to time, 
on the exercise of those powers and the performance of duties authorized under the Act. 


FINTRAC’s organizational structure was revised in late 2005-06 to support the Centre’s 
evolving program delivery functions and to create a more streamlined, effective and cohesive 
organization to deliver on the organization’s mandate. As a result, the Centre’s Program Activity 
Architecture will be updated in 2006-07 to more accurately reflect FINTRAC’s intermediate 
outcomes and the new accountability structure.

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The Senior Deputy Director, Operations has responsibility for the Financial Intelligence Analysis 
and Compliance sub-activities as well as defining the user requirements for technology driven 
collection, analytics, and case management systems. 


The Financial Intelligence Analysis sub-activity includes all of FINTRAC’s tactical financial 
intelligence and macro analysis functions for detecting money laundering and terrorist activity 
financing schemes. 


The Compliance sub-activity includes FINTRAC’s regional offices and is responsible for 
implementing the compliance program and undertaking regional outreach to law enforcement 
and other key partners. 


The Deputy Director, Strategies and Partnerships leads the following sub-activities: Domestic 
and International Relationships and Communications, including Strategic Planning; Agency 
Management and Corporate Services; Security and Privacy Protection; and Accommodation. The 
sector carries out corporate management functions including: finance; administration; human 
resources; communications and security as well as managing relationships with domestic and 
international partners. 


The Deputy Director, Information Management/ Information Technology (IM/IT) is 
responsible for the Technology Driven Collection, Analytics and Case Management and IT 
Support and Maintenance sub-activities. This sector develops and applies information 
management and information technology methodologies that support and advance all of 
FINTRAC’s objectives. It designs, maintains, implements, secures and supports database 
management systems and systems solutions to meet internal and external end user requirements. 
In addition, ATIP services are part of IM/IT. 


Legal Services are provided to the Centre by the General Counsel and three Senior Legal 
Counsel, who are employees of the Department of Justice. In addition, FINTRAC provides one 
FTE toward the administration of this office.

Part Ill - Report on Plans and Priorities 


The Estimates Documents 


Each year, the government prepares Estimates in support of its request to Parliament for authority to spend public monies. 
This request is formalized through the tabling of appropriation bills in Parliament. The Estimates, which are tabled in 
the House of Commons by the President of the Treasury Board, consist of: 


Part I - The Gevernment Expense Plan provides an overview of federal spending and summarizes the key 
elements of the Main Estimates. 


Part Il — The Main Estimates directly support the Appropriation Act. The Main Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in subsequent appropriation bills. Parliament will be asked to approve 
these votes to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Parts I and II of the Estimates are tabled 
concurrently on or before March 1. 


Part I11 — Departmental Expenditure Plans, which is divided into two components: 


1) Reports on Plans and Priorities (RPPs) are individual expenditure plans for each department and agency 
(excluding Crown corporations). These reports provide increased levels of detail over a three-year period on an 
organisation’s main priorities by strategic outcome(s), program activity(s) and planned/expected results, including 
links to related resource requirements. The RPPs also provide details on human resource requirements, major 
capital projects, grants and contributions, and net program costs. They are tabled in Parliament by the President of 
the Treasury Board on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and 
agencies identified in Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. These documents are usually 
tabled on or before March 31 and referred to committees, which may then report to the House of Commons 
pursuant to Standing Order 81(4). 


2) Departmental Performance Reports (DPRs) are individual department and agency accounts of results achieved 
against planned performance expectations as set out in respective RPPs. These Performance Reports, which cover 
the most recently completed fiscal year, are tabled in Parliament in the fall by the President of the Treasury Board 
on behalf of the ministers who preside over the appropriation dependent departments and agencies identified in 
Schedules I, I.1 and II of the Financial Administration Act. 


Supplementary Estimates directly support an Appropriation Act. The Supplementary Estimates identify the spending 
authorities (votes) and amounts to be included in the subsequent appropriation bill. Parliamentary approval is required 
to enable the government to proceed with its spending plans. Supplementary Estimates are normally tabled twice a year, 
the first document in early November and a final document in early March. Each Supplementary Estimates document is 
identified alphabetically A, B, C, etc. Under special circumstances, more than two Supplementary Estimates documents 
can be published in any given year.

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A Message from Canada’s Minister of Fisheries and Oceans 


It gives me great pleasure to present Fisheries and Oceans Canada’s 
(DFO) Report on Plans and Priorities for 2006-2007. 


Ours is a maritime nation. Bordering three oceans, Canada’s coastline is 
the longest of any country and our continental shelf is among the world’s 
largest. Our waters have played a significant role in shaping our history, 
culture and economy. 


Canada’s aquatic resources are among our most valued assets. Each 
year, our fisheries, oceans and marine sectors contribute billions of dollars 
to our national economy and employ hundreds of thousands of Canadians. 
These sectors continue to be the main economic and social driver of many 
Canadian communities. 


Canada’s waters are vital to our trade and transportation system. They also serve as a recreational 
playground for millions of Canadians and visitors each year. 


DFO is committed to the sound stewardship of Canada’s waters. We do this by delivering services that 
support three key outcomes: 

Safe and Accessible Waterways; 

Sustainable Fisheries and Aquaculture; and 

Healthy and Productive Aquatic Ecosystems. 


To help meet these outcomes, DFO has identified a number of priorities for this year and beyond. 


Reducing the tax burden for people entering and exiting the fishery — Fishing enterprises that 
purchase fuel, buy insurance and equipment will benefit greatly from a reduction in the GST introduced 
in Budget 2006. Also in the budget was the implementation of a capital gains tax exemption that means 
that someone selling their enterprise to a family member will not need to pay taxes on the sale at all. 
The sale of a fishing enterprise outside of the family will see the first $500,000 of the purchase price 
exempt from capital gains tax. 


Working collaboratively with Provinces and Territories — | welcome the involvement and input of 
provincial and territorial governments concerning DFO policies and decisions. | have heard very clearly 
from my counterparts that decision-making concerning the fishery is an area of which they have been 
suspect in the past. As Minister, | will work hard to engage other governments and respond to their 
concerns, which could mean updating key legislation, regulations and policies that govern DFO 
operations. 


Leading the charge to stop overfishing — | am committed to lead action to stop overfishing on the 
high seas, in particular on Canada’s continental shelf. Fish stocks around the world are under 
increasing pressure from illegal, unreported and unregulated fishing, and Canada will ensure that it 
takes care of the stocks under its care. International regulation of high seas fisheries is proving less 
than effective, so we will make Canada one of the most active players on the international stage 
regarding overfishing, particularly off our east coast, where the effects of this detrimental activity are 
most profound. Our hope is that we will be able to work collaboratively with other countries to stop 
overfishing, but if necessary, we are prepared to take action on our own to ensure the survival of these 
stocks.

Increasing our investment in science — The need for sound scientific advice is critical to my 
department. DFO has completed a review of its science program with the goal of making it more 
innovative, adaptive and collaborative. In addition to continuing to implement science renewal 
initiatives, we will seek opportunities for greater investment in science so that our policies and actions 
are as well informed as possible. 


Addressing the challenges facing Pacific salmon fisheries — On the west coast, DFO will work 
with the province of British Columbia and other stakeholders to improve the management of our Pacific 
fisheries and wild salmon habitats. There will be an inquiry into the state of the sockeye salmon fishery 
on the Fraser River, and we will create and implement plans with our partners to help the stocks 
recover. 


Moving forward on the government-wide Oceans Action Plan — The Oceans Action Plan serves as 
an overarching umbrella for coordinating and implementing oceans activities and provides a framework 
for sustainably developing and managing our oceans. DFO will continue to work with other federal 
departments and agencies on delivering the priorities identified in the Plan. 


Strengthening the Coast Guard — | want to ensure that the people who work so hard to keep us safe 
have what they need to do their jobs with excellence. Canada’s new government has already increased 
funding to the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) by $45 million per year. This money will help the CCG pay 
for increased gas costs, conduct necessary maintenance and repairs, and strengthen daily operations. 


Canada’s fisheries and oceans are an important part of our way of life, and my department's goal is to 
strengthen and sustainably develop these essential resources. In doing so, we will work closely with 
government partners, industry participants and interested Canadians from coast to coast to achieve the 
maximum value of this publicly-owned resource.

Canada’s fisheries and oceans have long played an important role in Canada’s development and 
growth as a nation. They are central elements of the historical, economic and cultural fabric of Canada’s 
coastal communities, providing a strong and reliable resource base around which Canada’s national 
economy and sense of nationhood grew.

Program Activity Architecture 


DFO’s basis for reporting to Parliament Is its Program Activity Architecture (PAA). The purpose of the 
PAA is to explain the relationship between the activities the Department undertakes and the three 
strategic outcomes it is working to achieve. The PAA seeks to describe how the Department manages 
the resources under its control to achieve intended results/outcomes. 


ae s PAA specifies three strategic outcomes: 
Safe and Accessible Waterways — managed by Canadian Coast Guard, Small Craft Harbours 
and Science; 
Sustainable Fisheries and Aquaculture — managed by Fisheries Management, Aquaculture and 
Science; and 
Healthy and Productive Aquatic Ecosystems — managed by Oceans Management, Habitat 
Management and Science. 


The PAA also captures the functions required to ensure a solid framework within which managers can 
effectively deliver services to Canadians. These functions are called Program Enablers. Additional 
information about the Program Enablers can be found in Section 4. 


Each strategic outcome in the PAA is associated with one or more program activities. Each program 
activity is in turn associated with one or more program sub-activities. The PAA provides a framework 
that links expected results and performance measures to individual activities. Actual results are 
reported in terms of PAA activities and sub-activities. 


The following diagram shows the logical relationship among DFO’s strategic outcomes, program 
activities and program sub-activities.

and Maritime Security.

Program Priorities 


DFO has seven program priorities that reflect the Department's responsibility to balance its 
commitments with available resources to provide quality services to Canadians. 


Fisheries Renewal 


Wild fisheries are under increasing environmental pressure, and there is ongoing conflict over fisheries 
allocations. There is a requirement to better manage environmental impacts of fishing, respond to the 
need to protect species at risk and participate in broader oceans management initiatives. With the 
increase in the range of ocean uses, interested groups beyond the traditional fisheries sector seek input 
into fisheries management decisions. 


Aboriginal treaty negotiations and settlements continue to shape the fisheries economy. Challenges 
exist in addressing commercial access for west coast First Nations and developing new models and 
approaches to co-management with Aboriginal groups across the country. There also remains strong 
provincial and territorial interest in fisheries issues, requiring continued and strengthened 
intergovernmental co-operation. 


In the coming years, developing a new governance model for fisheries management, including 
proposals to modernize the Fisheries Act, will be a priority. Although DFO faces financial constraints 
and a lack of public consensus on how to manage the fishery, the Department will move forward to 
revitalize its fisheries management program. The objective of Fisheries Renewal is to ensure a 
sustainable resource that provides an economically viable and diverse industry, supported by a modern 
fisheries governance system. 


The Fisheries Renewal agenda includes three streams of work to enable program and legislative 
ies while putting in place the necessary operational supports: 
Conservation, Stewardship and Compliance Renewal will focus on improving conservation 
outcomes through a new relationship with all resource users based on shared responsibility and 
accountability for resource management and its outcomes. 
Legislative Renewal will be explored to develop options and innovative regulatory and governance 
approaches to support Fisheries Renewal. 
Business Modernization will ensure business structures and practices complement and enable 
policy, program and legislative renewal. 


International Governance 
There is a rapidly developing international fisheries and oceans agenda and momentum to address 
threats to marine ecosystems and biodiversity on the high seas. 


High seas overfishing, including illegal, unreported and unregulated fishing, is threatening fish stocks 
and degrading oceans ecosystems worldwide. In the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries Organization's 
(NAFO) Regulatory Area adjacent to Canada’s east coast, overfishing of some stocks that straddle the 
200-mile limit continues to be a problem. Since May 2004, Canada has maintained an enhanced 
enforcement presence in the regulatory area, coupled with sustained diplomatic interventions at all 
levels. Despite significant success in reducing pressure on moratoria species, and while relations with 
key NAFO partners are improving, non-compliance remains a problem. 
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Within existing regional fisheries management organizations, including NAFO, there is a need to 
establish accountability for effective fisheries management and compliance. Further, there is a need to 
modernize resource management to take into account ecosystem approaches and broader biodiversity 
concerns, decision-making processes, compliance and enforcement, and science. 


Efforts to achieve permanent solutions to overfishing are part of a broader global effort needed to effect 
permanent changes in international oceans and fisheries governance. This must be a shared co- 
operative effort. With three oceans and a history of providing leadership on global oceans issues, 
Canada is well placed for a role in addressing international fisheries and oceans governance issues. 


In 2005, DFO collaborated with other government departments to develop the International Fisheries 
and Oceans Governance Strategy, a plan to advance Canada’s interests in more effective governance 
mechanisms. This is a long-term strategy, for which three years of funding have been provided to start 
the process of change. This strategy, rooted in a sustainable development framework, will be delivered 
through three themes: Understanding Fisheries and Oceans, Managing for Sustainable Fisheries, and 
Managing for Marine Environmental and Ecosystem Sustainability. 


Canada will continue to lead action internationally that results in responsible management of high seas 
fisheries and the sustainability of high seas ecosystems. 


Aquaculture Governance 


Canada has enormous potential to be a world aquaculture leader. Strengths include extensive 
coastlines and productive marine and freshwater resources, a reputation for quality products, proximity 
to established and growing markets, an effective and efficient transportation infrastructure, an 
internationally reputable food inspection system, a skilled workforce and strong management expertise. 
However, obstacles, such as a cumbersome regulatory framework and the existence of critical gaps in 
responsibility with respect to the governance of the sector, keep Canada from realizing its potential in 
this area. 


To address these challenges, DFO will seek opportunities to create the conditions for the development 
of an environmentally responsible, internationally competitive aquaculture industry in Canada. DFO will 
also ensure that the regulations for aquaculture are effective and cost-efficient, while providing for 
accountability and transparency. Science-based and risk-based decision making will also be part of this 
approach. 


DFO will continue to work toward developing a more integrated government response to emerging 
aquaculture opportunities and challenges through stronger collaboration with federal, provincial and 
territorial partners. Together with these partners, DFO will establish a renewed aquaculture 
management framework. The objectives of the framework will be to clarify roles and responsibilities; 
establish common goals and standards for environmental monitoring, compliance and reporting; share 
databases; negotiate cost-sharing arrangements for joint programs; and establish a mechanism for 
bilateral agreements. 


Concerns about contaminants, diseases and the overall healthiness of food have consumers seeking 
assurances regarding the safety of their food supply. DFO continues to work with the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency, Health Canada and the aquaculture industry to ensure the quality and safety of 
farmed seafood products. Furthermore, DFO will continue to promote increased public and consumer 
confidence by undertaking and publicizing measures to support the safety of aquaculture products and 
the environmental sustainability of aquaculture operations. 
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Oceans Action Plan 


Oceans issues are complex and cut across jurisdictions, sectors, international boundaries and 
communities of interest. This calls for the involvement of citizens, communities, stakeholders, Aboriginal 
organizations and all levels of government. 


The Oceans Act came into force in 1997 and established the legislative framework for a co-ordinated 


federal approach to oceans. The Minister of Fisheries and Oceans has the lead responsibility to meager eel 
develop and implement a national strategy for the management of Canada’s estuarine, coastal and SOC_€.asp 
marine ecosystems. In July 2002, the Government of Canada released Canada’s Oceans Strategy, a 
which outlines how the Oceans Act will be implemented. 


Canada’s Oceans Action Plan (OAP) is a renewed commitment by the Government of Canada to build 
on this solid legislative and policy framework. The OAP will serve as the overarching umbrella for co- 
ordinating and implementing oceans activities across 20 federal departments and agencies. The OAP 
will take a phased approach, with early action on immediate priorities. The initial focus for this year and 
next will be on five priority oceans areas, including the Scotian Shelf, Placentia Bay/Grand Banks, Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, Beaufort Sea and the Pacific North Coast. 


priorities will be delivered as described below: 
International Leadership, Sovereignty and Security involves protecting Canada’s economic 
interests and rights on the continental shelf and in the Arctic, addressing overfishing and protecting 
high-seas biodiversity. 
Integrated Oceans Management for Sustainable Development involves striking an effective 
balance between economic opportunities and marine conservation objectives through open and 
collaborative Integrated Management planning in the five priority oceans areas. Establishing 
ecosystem-based approaches to science and developing new oceans technologies will provide 
essential support for decision making. 
Health of the Oceans involves leading the development of a federal Marine Protected Areas 
strategy that includes marine protection initiatives of other federal departments. It also involves 
protecting fragile marine environments and supporting actions (e.g., increased surveillance) to 
counter sea-based sources of pollution. This includes innovative regulations to prevent marine 
pollution from ships and to reduce the risk of aquatic invasive species. 
Science and Technology involves building an environment to allow Canada’s world-leading 
oceans technology sector to grow. There will be an early emphasis on seabed mapping and 
ecosystem science to support Integrated Management, and on implementing pilot projects in 
Placentia Bay to demonstrate the potential of new oceans technologies. 
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Science Renewal 


High-quality, timely and relevant scientific advice is required for sound policy development and informed 
decision making. Through science-policy integration, and in collaboration with other science 
organizations, the Science program supports the achievement of DFO’s outcomes and government- 
wide priorities. 


The demand for scientific information and advice on complex issues of importance to Canadians will 
continue to increase. To better respond, the Science program needs to be flexible, relevant and 
sustainable. This requires a more innovative and adaptive approach to the way science is performed 
and collaborative partnerships are established. It also has implications for the delivery of scientific 
advice, services and products to clients and stakeholders. Science Renewal initiatives will contribute to 
the increased scope and depth of scientific activities, build a national capacity for aquatic science, 
ensure transparency and credibility of scientific advice, and contribute to scientific innovation and 
commercialization of technology. 


In the coming years, DFO will renew its Science program to enhance the delivery of scientific 
information, advice and services in support of better policy development, decision making and service 
0 Canadians. Work on Science Renewal will include the following: 
Carrying out long-term strategic and multi-year operational planning in collaboration with clients and 
partners. This planning will be based on ongoing risk assessments of priorities needing science 
support. Such planning will be supported through national enabling strategies, including strategies 
for human resources, funding, partnering, Science vessels, and equipment acquisition and 
maintenance. 
Focusing on providing stability for long-term, public-good monitoring and data management, while 
maximizing flexibility in the areas of scientific research, advice, services and products to respond to 
evolving departmental and federal government priorities. Implementation of a renewed program will 
be supported by the realignment of the Science budget, including strategic investments to better 
address the highest priorities. 


Canadian Coast Guard Rejuvenation 


A visible symbol of Canadian identity and sovereignty, the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) Is recognized 
both nationally and internationally as representing excellence in maritime services. 


CCG is a Special Operating Agency within DFO that delivers its programs and services through the 
government's civilian fleet of vessels and a broadly distributed shore infrastructure that includes marine 
communications and traffic services centres, major bases, multi-tasked lifeboat stations, rescue centres 
with Canadian Forces, aids to navigation, and hundreds of other assets, such as radio towers, 
throughout the country. CCG also manages and operates the Canadian Coast Guard College in 
Sydney, Nova Scotia. 


With its widely distributed fleet and shore infrastructure and personnel, CCG is instrumental in saving 
lives, facilitating maritime commerce, responding effectively to pollution incidents, protecting the aquatic 
environment and supporting maritime security. CCG stands ready to respond to national and 
international emergencies and disasters, such as Hurricane Katrina. CCG also continues to support 
critical DFO and Government of Canada priorities in scientific research and fisheries enforcement 
activities, including supporting Canada’s interest in NAFO, the assessment of the status of the fisheries 
resource and the monitoring of ocean variability and change. 


PAGE 12 FISHERIES AND OCEANS CANADA 


On Apri 1, 2005 the Canadian Coast Guard became a Special Operating Agency (SOA) within 
Fisheries and Oceans. As an SOA, the Coast Guard is striving to be a client-focused organization that 
is accountable and results oriented in its service. 


As it continues to implement SOA status, the Coast Guard has committed to taking a more structured 
approach to client and stakeholder relations both within and outside the federal government. Over the 
next year, the Coast Guard is putting in place or reinvigorating: 
A new governance structure within the federal government for relations with the various 
departments and agencies that receive support or services from the Coast Guard; and 
Advisory bodies with external clients and stakeholders, such as the commercial shipping industry 
and ports, recreational boaters and the fishing industry, at both the national and regional levels. 


The commitment to establish these advisory bodies is a critical part of implementing the Special 
Operating Agency. Their purpose is to improve communications, to better understand the needs and 
requirements of the recipients of Coast Guard services, and to work together on matters of common 
interest. As an SOA, the CCG is committed to addressing levels of service, service standards, costs of 
service and fees in an open and transparent fashion with all internal and external clients and 
stakeholders. Establishing these bodies is only the first step. Over time, it will be important to continue 
to improve agreements on levels of service, performance expectations and accountability frameworks. 
All are critical to the Agency and its clients, as Coast Guard and stakeholders work to provide the right 
asset or service at the right cost at the right time. 


SOA status has strengthened the Coast Guard identity within DFO. Additional strengthening measures 
will be undertaken in the coming years. The focus for 2006-2007 will be the establishment of a 
permanent memorial at the Coast Guard College to honour all those who lost their lives carrying out 
Coast Guard duties since the Coast Guard was formed in 1962. In addition, a review of the Coast 
Guard uniform policy will be undertaken in response to various requests for changes and 
improvements. 


The Coast Guard will continue to be an active participant in the broader federal maritime security 
agenda to improve Canada’s maritime domain awareness capacities, on-water enforcement and 
responsiveness capacities and international (United States Coast Guard), interagency and 
interdepartmental collaboration. Working with its partners, the Agency will implement the Great Lakes 
and the St. Lawrence Seaway system Marine Security Enforcement Team initiative with the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) to improve security through armed on-water patrols. The Agency will 
also continue to participate in the multi-departmental Marine Security Operations Centres, led by the 
RCMP and Department of National Defence. In addition, CCG will participate fully in the strategic and 
operational planning and policy development under way across government. 


Coast Guard is proceeding with Fleet Renewal; Budget 2006 reaffirmed support for this key aspect of 
Coast Guard rejuvenation. Procurement processes are under way to acquire two new offshore fisheries 
science vessels and eight new mid-shore patrol vessels. Four of the latter will be dedicated to 
enhancing maritime security on the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence Seaway under a joint program 
with the RCMP. These four vessels will be additions to the Fleet; the others will replace aging vessels 
that will be taken out of service. 


Fleet Renewal also involves effective management of the existing Fleet. New authorities will be sought 
to facilitate the multi-year management of capital funds for the Fleet and to better align refits with 
operational requirements. It will also see more effective life-cycle management of the Fleet through 
implementation of the Integrated Technical Services Strategy. 
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Under modernization efforts, CCG reaffirms its commitment to innovation and to a focus on continuous 
improvement. CCG strives to improve its service delivery by taking full advantage of new technologies 
and by developing strategic partnerships to leverage efforts with the private sector, academia and other 
levels of government. The Canadian Coast Guard will transform its marine service delivery through 
technology-based productivity improvements, client service innovations and alternative service delivery. 
One key initiative is Marine Aids Modernization, which will reduce the cost of providing aids to 
navigation without reducing the level of service. This involves implementing new technologies and 
contracting out the commissioning, decommissioning and maintenance of equipment where it is viable 

. and makes sense to do so. A longer term and broader modernization plan will be developed through 
risk-based analysis, in accordance with ministerial direction and in consultation with clients and 
stakeholders. 


CCG is committed to developing and maintaining high competencies in operational and technical 
personnel through effective training that meets international standards. The Canadian Coast Guard 
College, an internationally recognized, bilingual maritime institution, will take on a greater role in 
becoming a focal point for broad human resource planning. Coast Guard will implement collective 
Staffing by increasing the use of a pre-qualified pool, developing a Ships Crew Recruitment Strategy 
and working with unions to establish permanent relief pools. 


Environmental Process Modernization 


The Department's Habitat Management Program is the key federal regulatory program with a mandate 
to conserve and protect fish habitat. Its responsibilities under the Fisheries Act, the Canadian 
Environmental Assessment Act and now the Species at Risk Act (SARA) affect a wide range of 
individuals, communities and businesses. 


In the past, there was growing concern among various levels of government, industry sectors and 
conservation groups about the way in which the Department was implementing its habitat management 
responsibilities. 


In response to these concerns, DFO launched its Environmental Process Modernization Plan (EPMP) 
in 2004 to make the Habitat Management Program more effective in protecting and conserving fish 
habitat. EPMP will improve the efficiency of program delivery and ensure that it is integrated with other 
responsibilities and interests and is more closely aligned with the principles of smart regulation and 
sustainable development. 


poe are six elements in the Environmental Process Modernization Plan: 
A program-wide, science-based Risk Management Framework for identifying projects posing the 
greatest risk to the environment; 
Referral streamlining of low-risk projects so that resources can be reallocated to higher risk reviews 
and other priorities: 
An improved management of major projects, including new policy guidance and new organizational 
Structures, to increase the predictability, timeliness and harmonization of decision making; 
Formalized partnerships with industry sectors, provinces, territories, municipalities, conservation 
groups and others to enhance understanding, adopt common agendas and integrate DFO’s 
responsibilities with the interests of key stakeholders where possible; 
Internal measures, including mandatory training for all staff, the adoption of new governance 
structures and national operating procedures, to improve predictability and the coherence of 
decision making; and 
Modernization of habitat compliance to clarify compliance rules and improve compliance and 
compliance effectiveness.

Management Priorities 


In addition to the above program priorities, DFO is committed to five priorities that will affect the internal 
workings of the Department. These priorities are driven by the government-wide agenda to improve the 
management of the public service and its programs. The priorities described below are aimed at 
improving the management of DFO’s human resources, implementing a management accountability 
framework, improving planning processes, integrating risk management and ensuring that the 
Department can live within its fiscal limits. 


Human Resources Modernization 


All components of the new Public Service Modernization Act have now come into force, with the last 
piece of legislation, the new Public Service Employment Act, coming into effect on December 31, 2005. 
The new legislation brings about significant changes in the way people are managed in the public 
service. To ensure the continued success and full implementation of Human Resources Modernization 
in DFO, the Department will focus on the following: 
* Developing and implementing effective human resource planning, within DFO’s Integrated Planning 
Framework: 
Modernizing staffing policies and processes, to take full advantage of the flexibilities offered through 
the new Public Service Employment Act; 
Advancing the Department's priority to establish national structures and national model work 
descriptions with a view to update and review employees’ positions, as required by the collective 
agreements and based on the Management Accountability Framework: 
Continuing to enhance labour relations through improved union-management consultations and 
increased use of informal conflict resolution; 
Ensuring alignment of DFO’s learning strategy and programs with the government's broad 
framework for learning in the public service; 
Developing and implementing a comprehensive and integrated human resource monitoring and 
reporting framework; and 
Developing and implementing policies, procedures and a monitoring framework for assuming the 
responsibility for directly hiring executives. 


Management Accountability Framework 


The Treasury Board Secretariat has developed a Management Accountability Framework (MAF). The 
framework provides a vision for modern public service management in 10 main management 
expectations. The MAF has evolved into a means of measuring performance with a standard set of 
indicators. The Department has received its 2005 MAF assessment. In 2006-2007, DFO will discuss 
this assessment with Treasury Board Secretariat and respond to the observations by implementing 
necessary improvements. 


Integrated Planning and Reporting 

In 2004-2005, the Department began implementing an integrated planning framework to align strategic, 
business, financial and human resource plans and processes. The focus to date has been on the 
integration of human resource and business plans, including the development of performance 
measures. 


Over the next three years, DFO will expand the integrated planning framework to include other planning 
activities, such as capital planning, and will develop a performance measurement framework for DFO. 
Challenges facing DFO in this further integration include dealing with incompatible timelines for various 
planning activities, integrating planning activities with performance reporting, setting upa planning 
structure using the Program Activity Architecture (PAA) and developing solid plans in the face of fiscal 
uncertainties. 
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Structuring plans according to the PAA has been complicated by the need to integrate and challenge 
plans prepared at sector, regional and agency (CCG) levels. DFO will continue to make improvements 
in the process and to connect with the responsible leads of other planning activities to bring planning 
schedules into line. 


Integrated Risk Management 


DFO will implement Integrated Risk Management in April of 2006 across all regions and sectors and in 
the Agency. This will involve holding approximately 60 workshops across the Department. The results of 
these workshops will be integrated into the Department's Integrated Planning Framework and 
aggregated according to the strategic outcomes set out in the Program Activity Architecture. 


Integrated Risk Management will be used for annual planning, for the support of key decisions and for 
the management of major projects. 


Departmental Renewal 


Fisheries and Oceans Canada is committed to living within the Department's means while addressing 
chronic budgetary shortfalls and financial pressures, identifying a permanent source of funds for 
contributing to government-wide reallocation and generating financial flexibility to address new 
priorities. The Department will ensure the decisions made in the coming years consistently reflect these 
aims. 


The Department will continue to manage its finances, renew policies and programs, and modernize 
management to assess and implement policy and program changes. Within this context, DFO will 
undertake a number of initiatives to ensure that ongoing operations are sustainable. For example, the 
Department will continue to develop a strategic management plan for information management and 
technology, focusing on renewed governance, within DFO and with stakeholders, to ensure program 
sustainability. DFO will also move forward with an information technology infrastructure rationalization 
initiative that will capitalize on the potential to streamline and achieve future and ongoing savings in the 
management of DFO's information technology infrastructure. 


DFO has also been working on possible new directions for the Small Craft Harbours Program. A new 
direction is intended to place the Program on a more sustainable basis, while addressing evolving 
Program requirements and client needs. These development efforts will continue to be a priority.

Surrounded by the Arctic, Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, and home to the Great Lakes, Canada is one of 
i foremost maritime nations in the world. Canada boasts the world’s: 
Longest coastline (243,792 kilometres) — stretched out as 
a continuous line, it would circle the equator more than six 
times (25% of the world's coastline); 
Largest freshwater system — Canada's two million lakes 
and rivers cover 7.6% of its landmass (755,000 square 
kilometres); 
Longest inland waterway (3,700 kilometres) — from the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence to Lake Superior; 
Largest archipelago — Canada's Arctic islands, including 
six of the world's 30 largest islands, cover 1.4 million square 
kilometres; and 
World's greatest tidal range — 16 metres in the Bay of 
Fundy and Ungava Bay.

Canada’s oceans and inland water system, and their resources, have played an important role in the 
country’s history, identity and culture. Eight of the 10 provinces and all three territories have ocean 
shorefront, and nearly a quarter of Canadians live in coastal communities. Canada’s inland water 
system — particularly the St. Lawrence Seaway and the Great Lakes — has also played a pivotal role 
in Canada’s development. 


Canada’s oceans, shorelines and inland waters support a growing number of industries and uses. 
Shipping, fishing, aquaculture, ecotourism, boating, oil and gas extraction, and other ocean activities 
contribute an estimated $20 billion a year to the Canadian economy. 


The Safe and Accessible Waterways strategic outcome is delivered through three program activities: 
Canadian Coast Guard; 
Small Craft Harbours; and 
Science. 


Operating Environment 


International trade and marine traffic are growing steadily, and competition for waterway use is 
increasing. There is more and more pressure to enhance maritime security measures, increase the 
federal presence in Canadian waters and improve on-water response capability in such areas as 
conservation and protection and anti-smuggling activities. Increases in domestic traffic will increase 
waterway congestion, add to the competition for certified marine personnel and further complicate 
internal and trans-border security concerns. It will also necessitate additional hydrographic charting and 
ocean science services. Canadians and other countries expect that the Coast Guard will minimize the 
loss of life, injuries and property damage resulting from maritime incidents and support environmental 
protection efforts. 


The Canadian Coast Guard's strategic response to this complex operating environment is to focus on 
its state of readiness to best react to marine emergencies through operation response and to mitigate 
risks through prevention programs and services to promote safety. In this context, “safety” refers to 
people's personal and economic well-being, the protection of infrastructure and the protection of the 
ocean and freshwater environments. Coast Guard, as a national institution, is optimizing program 
service delivery as a Special Operating Agency to best meet the varying needs of diverse clients and 
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stakeholders. As a visible and active operational presence along Canada’s marine borders, the 
Canadian Coast Guard is also a strong symbol of national identity and Canadian sovereignty. 


Departmental efforts remain focused on providing access and ensuring the overall safety and integrity 
of Canada’s marine infrastructure.

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Canadian Coast Guard Sub-activities 


Uy Canadian Coast Guard program activity is delivered via nine program sub-activities: 
Aids and Waterways Services — delivering Aids to Navigation, Waterways Management, and 
Marine Safety Information services to support marine safety, accessibility of waterways, and 
environmental protection, including maintenance dredging of the Great Lakes Connecting Channels 
(treaty obligation); 
Marine Communications and Traffic Services — providing marine distress/safety communications 
and co-ordination, conducting vessel screenings, regulating vessel traffic movement and providing 
information systems and public correspondence on a 24/7 basis; 
Icebreaking Services — providing icebreaking and related services (ice routing and information, 
harbour breakouts, information provision, routing assistance, etc.) to facilitate safe and expeditious 
movement of maritime traffic through and around ice-covered Canadian waters; 
Search and Rescue Services — with the Canadian Coast Guard Auxiliary ,providing and leading the 
maritime search and rescue component of the federal search and rescue program with the primary 
goal of saving lives at risk in Canada’s maritime environment; 
Environmental Response Services — as the lead federal agency for ship-source spill response, 
delivering environmental incident preparedness and response services that protect the marine 
environment under Canadian jurisdiction and providing response assistance to other countries 
under international agreements (for north of 60°, CCG is the sole response organization); 
Coast Guard College — operating as the Canadian Coast Guard’s training authority; preparing 
marine personnel to deliver Coast Guard services and programs to the highest of standards; 
Maritime Security — providing leadership of the Government of Canada’s maritime security priorities 
within Fisheries and Oceans Canada with a focus on the provision of on-water services, maritime 
domain awareness and maritime expertise; 
Contribution to Other Government Objectives — delivery of civilian marine services (expertise, 
personnel and infrastructure (vessels and aircraft)) on behalf of other government departments or in 
support of agencies and organizations in the achievement of the Government of Canada’s maritime 
priorities; and 
Coast Guard Fleet Services — management, operation and maintenance of the CCG Fleet (vessels 
and aircraft) for the purpose of delivering civilian marine services in support of the Government of 
Canada’s maritime priorities.

Commercial and recreational fishing are important sources of 
revenue in parts of Canada where few other economic 
opportunities exist. The Atlantic fishing industry employs more 
than 84,000 people and the Pacific fisheries provide 
employment for 14,000 fishers and plant workers. Despite 
declines in the historically valuable groundfish stocks of 
Atlantic Canada and the lucrative salmon fisheries of the 
Pacific coast, abundant harvests of snow crab, lobster and 
shrimp are pushing Canadian fishery exports to new highs. In 
2004, Canada’s fish and seafood exports reached $4.5 billion 
— the highest value on record. And Canadian sport fishing 
continues to inject billions of dollars into local economies each 
year.

Canada’s commercial fishery is characterized by a multitude of small operators and a handful of large 
vertically integrated companies that are continually faced with challenges in light of a complex mix of 
biological, economic and social factors. After record landed values in the commercial fishery in 2004, 
the industry is now facing a number of important economic and resource issues. A high Canadian dollar 
that is hurting our exports of fishery products, competition with countries such as China, as well as price 
and resource declines in Atlantic shellfish and Pacific salmon fisheries are hampering the long-term 
viability of harvesting and processing operations that are crucial to many rural and remote coastal 
communities. 


The viability of many of Canada’s coastal communities is directly linked to the health of the fisheries. As 
world demand for fish and seafood products soars, there is a need to be increasingly vigilant about the 
health of our fisheries and the integrity of the ecosystems that support them. New technologies have 
made it easier to catch and process far more fish than can be harvested sustainably. In other words, 
there simply may not be enough wild fish to keep pace with the rising demand. 


The decline of some historically valuable stocks in the 1990s made it clear that ecosystems are 
complex living systems that respond to human activity and global environmental changes in 
unpredictable and variable ways. The job of Fisheries and Oceans Canada is to continue to understand 
the complex factors governing fish abundance through sound science, to regulate the harvest and to 
preserve fish habitat so Canadian fisheries will remain viable. 


Fisheries Management Renewal (FMR) is a package of program renewal undertakings that promote a 
strong and healthy resource and an improved relationship with resource users and other stakeholders. 
It sets out to achieve three objectives: strong conservation outcomes, shared stewardship, and stable 
access and allocation. The FMR agenda is being implemented in concert with Science Renewal, 
especially in regard to the achievement of strong conservation outcomes, which include an increasing 
focus on the scientific study and evaluation of Canada’s aquatic ecosystems. 


The growing world demand for fish, coupled with the inability of wild fish stocks to sustainably meet 
demand, has kindled much interest in aquaculture — the farming of fish, shellfish and aquatic plants. 
Aquaculture currently produces nearly a third of the fish and shellfish consumed worldwide; by 2010, it 
could account for nearly half of the world’s fisheries production. In Canada, aquaculturists are 
cultivating everything from salmon and halibut to mussels and scallops. In doing so, they are bringing 
much-needed economic diversification to many coastal communities. 
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This strategic outcome is about delivering an integrated fisheries and aquaculture program that is 
credible, science based, affordable, and effective, and contributes to sustainable wealth for Canadians. 
This will result in sustainable fisheries and aquaculture. Ensuring conservation and sustainable use of 
Canada’s fisheries resources depends on sound scientific research and advice and on developing a 
modernized fisheries management regime that is integrated with the broader oceans management 
agenda. 


This strategic outcome is delivered through three program activities: 
Fisheries Management: 
Aquaculture; and 
Science. 


Operating Environment 


DFO continues to pursue a renewal agenda that focuses on modernizing the decision-making system 
and building new relationships with resource users based on shared stewardship. Efforts will be guided 
by the principles of ecosystem-based management, predictability, stability and transparency. The 
challenge is to create the conditions for improving the economic viability and performance of the fishing 
and aquaculture sectors. 


These changes are essential to meeting the challenges of the Species at Risk Act, mitigating the effects 
of climate change and achieving sustainable fisheries. DFO will work with other levels of government 
and resource users to develop recovery strategies for fisheries facing serious conservation and socio- 
economic challenges. 


The Department is committed to fostering the growth of a sustainable aquaculture industry. It will do this 
by enhancing public confidence in the sector, increasing the industry's global competitiveness, seeking 

to maintain a healthy environment, ensuring healthy fish products and co-operatively managing aquatic 
resources based on sound science.

Researching aquatic invasive species and monitoring aquatic animal diseases — providing advice, 
including surveillance, detection and reporting of diseases of national and international importance 
in wild and cultured aquatic animals, to assist efforts to prevent the introduction of aquatic invasive 
species and animal diseases and to control them when they are introduced; 

Supporting sustainable aquaculture and understanding aquaculture-environment interactions — 
undertaking research directed towards improved production and environmental performance of the 
aquaculture industry and the increased understanding of interactions between aquaculture and the 
environment: 

Applying genomics and biotechnology to aquatic ecosystems — developing and adopting leading- 
edge genomics and biotechnology tools to improve the Department's ability to protect endangered 
species, manage opening and closing of fisheries, avoid overexploitation of resources, prosecute 
poachers, improve aquaculture practices, control disease outbreaks, remediate contaminated sites, 
and regulate aquatic organisms with novel traits; and

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Healthy and Productive Aquatic Ecosystems 


Canada’s oceans and inland water resources have played a crucial role in the nation’s history and 
identity, and they are inherent to Canada’s environmental, social and economic prosperity and well- 
being. Oceans and freshwater are a finite resource, yet the scale and diversity of oceans-related 
activities are growing dramatically. Commercial fishing fleets, fish farmers, recreational boaters, 
ecotourists, cruise ship operators, offshore oil and gas developers, and marine transport companies all 
compete for their share of the ocean. 


The fundamental principle that guides DFO’s objective of SUSTAINABLE 
maintaining healthy and productive aquatic ecosystems Is DEVELOPMENT AND 
sustainable development. This approach seeks to support INTEGRATED 

an array of economic activities while adhering to MANAGEMENT OF 
environmental protection standards and supporting the RESOURCES IN OR 
social needs of communities, including those of Aboriginal AROUND CANADA'S 
peoples.

Canada’s fisheries, waterways and aquatic ecosystems are part of a complex and increasingly 
vulnerable system. The effects of the numerous challenges faced by the country’s waterways are often 
cumulative, and there is a pressing need for a long-term, integrated plan designed to minimize those 
threats. Aquatic ecosystems must be protected to ensure the continuation of their ability to produce 
food, harbour aquatic life, provide recreational opportunities and bring economic stability to coastal 
communities through job creation. 


Operating Environment 


In the coming months and years, Canada is expected to experience strong economic growth, especially 
in the energy and mining sectors, which will have socioeconomic and environmental effects across the 
country as well as internationally. Much of this development is expected in especially sensitive areas, 
such as the North. 


The annual value of oceans activities is estimated to be in the range of $22 billion and includes, for 
example, fishing, shipping, transportation, offshore oil and gas-related initiatives. 


With respect to onshore natural resource-based economic sectors (e.g., energy development, forestry, 
mining), it is estimated that $200 billion of forecast development will occur in the next few years. For 
example, in Alberta, total investment for the energy sector through 2013 is expected to be $80 billion. 
Increased pipeline activity has led to more than $5 billion in pipeline proposals for oil export to the 
United States and Asia from Alberta and British Columbia. In the North, there is also the possibility that 
within the next five years, as many as 12 mines will be developed in the Northwest Territories, 22 in 
Nunavut and 4 in the Yukon. These activities will have a significant impact on oceans and inland waters 
both now and in the foreseeable future and will need to be managed in a sustainable way if the 
potential benefits to local communities are to be realized and the environment protected. 


This growth will be characterized by an increase in the volume of work to be reviewed and managed 
and also by the complexity of the projects. In particular, there are heightened expectations for 
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consultation with stakeholders, as well as higher legal thresholds for consultations with Aboriginal 


communities before making regulatory decisions.

Voted and Statutory Items 


There is a net increase of $73.3 million between the 2005-2006 Main Estimates and the 2006-2007 

Main Estimates. This net increase, shown in Table 3 - 3, consists of: 

- Increases related to Compensation for Collective Bargaining Agreements ($51.3 million), Marshall 
Plan ($41.7 million), International Fisheries and Governance ($20.4 million), Y2K Loan End of 
Repayment ($7.9 million), National Aquatic Animal Health Program ($7.6 million), Oceans Action 
Plan ($7.5 million), Northern Energy Development Federal Response ($5.0 million), Capital Carry 
Forward ($5.0 million), Marine Security - Mid-Shore Patrol Vessels ($4.4 million), Contaminated 
Sites ($4.2 million), Invasive Alien Species ($4.0 million) and various other minor increases 
($0.8 million). 

The above increases were offset by the Fisheries Access Program reprofile ($47.5 million), 
Expenditure Review Committee Savings ($20.8 million), the Air Cushion Vehicle reprofile 
($11.8 million) and the Employee Benefit Plan Adjustment ($6.4 million).

Summary of Capital Spending by Program Activity 


Table 3 - 5 presents the total forecast major capital spending for 2005-2006. The table also presents the 
planned major capital spending by program activity for the next three fiscal years. The figures for 
2005-2006 include all in-year financial adjustments. 


Some program activities do not have their own capital budget. In such cases, the capital resources: 
shown are allocations from planned capital spending that are of benefit to individual program activities. 


As a result of capital reprofilings and carry forwards, the planned major capital spending for 2006-2007 

of $168.1 million is increased from the original major capital budget allocation of $153.6 million. The 

ee 2007 major capital budget allocation has been affected by the following financial adjustments: 
Increases related to a $12.0 million reprofile from the major capital budget of fiscal year 2005-2006 
for the creation of an Automatic Identification System, part of a federal initiative to improve marine 
safety and security; and a reprofile of the 2004-2005 major capital carry forward to 2006-2007 in the 


amount of $5 million; and 
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Decreases related to a $1.4 million transfer to Indian and Northern Affairs Canada for the 
completion of a small craft harbour project in the Newfoundland region; and a $1.1 million reprofile 
of funds to future years for the acquisition of an Air Cushion Vehicle (Canadian Coast Guard) for the 
Quebec region. 


The planned spending for 2007-2008 has also increased from the original major capital budget 
allocation of $153.6 million as a result of two reprofiles from previous fiscal years. The two reprofiles are 
$10.6 million to purchase an Air Cushion Vehicle (Canadian Coast Guard) for the Quebec region and a 
$6.0 million continuation of the federally funded Automatic Identification System initiative. 


The planned spending for 2008-2009 is also increased from the original major capital budget allocation 
of $153.6 million because of a $5.7 million continuation of the reprofiled funding for the Quebec region's 
Air Cushion Vehicle project.

These are 
collected by the Canadian Coast Guard in regard to Marine Navigation Services, Icebreaking Services 
and the management of the maintenance dredging program for the St. Lawrence Shipping Channel on 
behalf of industry. The Department is permitted to spend the sums received as respendable revenue. 


Non-respendable revenue refers to funds collected for fishing licences, hydrographic charts and various 
other departmental products and services. The Department is not allowed to respend these revenues.

User Fees 


DFO continues to modernize how it manages external charging as a means to improving fairness, 
efficiency and accountability when collecting external charges, including user fees. To facilitate this 
reform, DFO initiated the External Charging Review in 2004-2005. 


The Review has been and will be conducted in conformity with all applicable legislation, policies and 
procedures. This includes the User Fees Act, the government's Policy on Service Standards for 
External Fees, as well as DFO’s new vision and principles for guiding external charging decisions. 


When the Canadian Coast Guard became a Special Operating Agency in 2005, it committed to 
developing a strategy that would resolve the systemic revenue shortfall associated with Marine 
Services Fees (made up of Marine Navigation Services Fees and Icebreaking Services Fees) and to 
pursuing revenue opportunities through the aforementioned review. 


Fisheries and Oceans Canada does not plan to introduce or amend any user fees during 2006-2007, 
pending the completion of its External Charging Review.

Development, DFO's 2005-2006 Sustainable Development Strategy (SDS) was developed as a 
companion document to the Departmental Strategic Plan — Our Waters, Our Future. DFO clearly links 
sustainable development commitments to the Department’s strategic outcomes, and continues to make 
significant progress in ensuring that environmental, social and economic aspects are systematically 
considered in planning and policy development documents. The Department’s renewed vision 
effectively entrenches sustainable development into long-term direction setting and business planning, 
as DFO works in partnership to derive economic and social benefits from Canada’s oceans and 
freshwater resources while conserving the ecological integrity of those resources. 


DFO's 2005-2006 Sustainable Development Strategy outlines three main goals: Sustainable Programs, 
Good Governance and Enhanced Partnerships, and Sustainable Operations. Under these goals, the 
objectives and targets over the coming year include work related to: 
- Protection and recovery strategies for aquatic species at risk; 

Addressing climate change; 

Ecosystem Overview Reports; 

Marine Protected Areas; 

Integrated Oceans Management Plans; 

International Fisheries and Governance; 

Canadian Council on Fisheries and Aquaculture Ministers Initiatives; 

Marine Aids Modernization Project; 

Environment Management Systems; 

Federal Contaminated Sites Accelerated Action Plan; 

Small Craft Harbour Compliance with Environmental Regulations and Standards; 

Environmental Management Plans at Essential Harbours; and 

Increased capacity and better management of Aboriginal fisheries. 


Measurements of success will be based on the review of the identified indicator and target completion 
date for each planned action. Reporting on performance will be done through a report card included in 
the next Sustainable Development Strategy. 


The 2007-2010 SDS will present a revised approach based on lessons learned. A broader consultation 
base will help guide the development of achievable short- and long-term targets, the implementation of 
concrete measures and the report on sustainable development achievements for the Department. 


One of the commitments outlined in the 2005-2006 Sustainable Development Strategy is the | 
implementation of a Strategic Environmental Assessment (SEA) system. DFO Is committed to ensuring 
that the Department completes SEAs in conformance with the 2004 Cabinet Directive on the |

SEA. The Department is working to ensure that all Memoranda to Cabinet, Treasury Board 
Submissions and major policy initiatives include an SEA in the coming year. 


As part of its SDS, DFO has an Environmental Management System (EMS) in place to manage, track 
and improve its environmental performance on an ongoing basis. Environmental aspects identified as 
part of this EMS include contaminated sites, wastewater, storm water effluent, halocarbons, hazardous 
material and waste, air emissions, solid non-hazardous waste, water consumption and energy 
conservation. 


Internal Audits and Evaluations 


The Audit and Evaluation Directorate developed a three-year audit and evaluation workplan for the 
fiscal years 2005-2006 to 2007-2008 through a systematic risk-based process to ensure that proposed 
audits and evaluations add value to the Department and assist in the achievement of departmental 
priorities and strategic outcomes. The workplan is updated each year and approved by the 
Departmental Audit and Evaluation Committee. It ranks audit and evaluation projects in decreasing 
priority order. In any given fiscal year, the audits and evaluations may be postponed to other fiscal 
years, or be modified or cancelled based on changing priorities, new initiatives or other factors. 
Modifications are fully documented and approved by the Departmental Audit and Evaluation Committee.

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Organizational Information 


Fisheries and Oceans Canada is a largely decentralized department with almost 9 of every 10 
employees situated in regions outside the National Capital Region. The Department operates across 
Canada from six regions, as well as from the national headquarters in Ottawa. The regions are as 
follows. 


Each of the six regions is headed by a Regional Director General (RDG) in a regional headquarters. 
The RDGs are responsible for organizing and managing the delivery of programs and activities in their 
regions through area offices, in accordance with national and regional priorities and within national 
performance parameters set for each program and activity. 


The national headquarters in Ottawa — under the leadership of the Deputy Minister, Senior Associate 
Deputy Minister, Commissioner of the Canadian Coast Guard and five Assistant Deputy Ministers — is 
responsible for establishing national objectives, policies, procedures and standards. It also runs some 
national programs and monitors departmental activities nationwide to ensure the quality and 
consistency of service delivery. 


The Canadian Coast Guard is a special operating agency within DFO under the leadership of the 
Commissioner and organized into five regions, each headed by an Assistant Commissioner. 


The rest of the Department is organized into five sectors, each headed by an Assistant Deputy Minister. 
Assistant Deputy Ministers are responsible for establishing national objectives, policies, procedures and 
standards. for their respective sectors and business lines. 


The Deputy Ministers, Assistant Deputy Ministers and Regional Directors General work closely together 
in managing the Department and its operations. 


Regional Directors General and Assistant Deputy Ministers report directly to the Deputy Minister.

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The Departmental Management Committee (DMC) is the Department's senior decision-making body. 
The Committee is chaired by the Deputy Minister. Other members include: the Senior Associate Deputy 
Minister; the Assistant Deputy Ministers; the Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner of the Canadian 
Coast Guard; the Regional Directors General; the Senior General Counsel, Legal Services; the Director 
General of the Executive Secretariat; the Director General, Communications; the Executive Director, 
Aquaculture Management; and the Director General, Audit and Evaluation. 


DMC meets regularly as DMC-Management, DMC-Policy or DMC-Human Resources. DMC is 
supported by the following senior management committees: Policy Committee, Human Resource 
Committee, Legal Risk Management Committee, Departmental Audit and Evaluation Committee, 
Investment Management Board, Information Management/Information Technology Management Board 
and the Science Management Board.

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Program Enablers 


Program Enablers refers to the corporate functions that support the delivery of DFO’s plans and 
priorities. In DFO, Program Enablers represent approximately 17% of total employees and consist of 
Executive Direction, Strategic Policy, Communications, Legal Services, Human Resources and 
Corporate Services. Executive Direction includes the offices of the Minister, Deputy Minister, Associate 
Deputy Minister, Regional Directors General and Area Managers; Audit and Evaluation Directorate: 
Values, Integrity and Conflict Resolution; Executive Secretariat and the Fisheries Resource 
Conservation Council. 


The work of the Program Enablers is ongoing and multi-faceted; for example, they provide financial 
management support, prepare news releases and analyze policy issues. They work together with the 
programs described in Section 2 to deliver departmental and government priorities and initiatives.
